The Absconding Cashicr Tells the Story 
dt His’ Wanderings—No Longer an 
Offender Deserving the feverities of 
the Law-—Two Pen Pictures-—In the 
Little Family Circle—A Sad Story, 
Which Will Also Be an Instructive 


Lesson. 


On the night of July 13, 1886, Almon B. 
Thomson, the cashier of the Provident Sav- 
ings Bankof this city, robbed the safe of|$15,000 
cash, after embezzling large sums for which 
he must account on the following day. He 
di appeared from st. Louis. The loosely con- 
ducted bank, which carried $1,000,000 of small 
savings, closed its doors, its wreck charged 
to the absconding cashier. The same day, 
‘while the excited depositors thronged Olive 
street in frontof the bank, acquaintances 
saw Thomson in Chicago on his way to Can- 
ada. This was the last trace of him. War- 
rants charging him him with larceny and 
embezzlement were issued and the law om - 
cers began a search, but soon abandoned it, 
and, except to two or three people, the 
whereabouts of the man were lost. The arm 
of the law fell, the compromises with the 
wrongdoers proceeded, heavy sums were 
out to settle up the affairs of the bank, 


to accept about 90 cents on the dollar. 
Yesterday a Post-DisPatcnh reporter lo- 

‘cated Almon B. Thomson, the actor of a 

double life, the gay speculator, the thief, 


‘embezzier, forger, bank wrecker,the escaped 


prisoner of the law, livinga quiet, honest, 
earnest life in the seventh year of his secret 
repentance, surrounded by a faithful family, 
from which even the stern law left to the 
merciful administration of men will hardly 
tear him. 

It was to lend a helping hand to the blind 
goddess that the search for Almon B. Thom- 
son was taken up in California, where a rail- 
road conductor saw him from the platform 
vf his car. He disappeared again and 
nothing was heard of him until he 
wascaliedto mind by a law suit filed a 
short time ago in the st. Louiscourts. The 
search for him, given over years ago by 
the law officers, was againresumed and 
yesterday he was found in a Harlem board- 
ing-house in New York City. 

We told his story. It is sad enough to 
evoke pity. Itis astory of the wrong doer, 
who has escaped the penalties of his crimes 
as defined by the law, but who has not es- 
caped punishment. 

Even tothe thousands who suffered noth- 
ing from his crimes the follgwing story 
telegraphed to the Sunpar Post-DisPa TCH 
by its special reporter who conducted the 


. investigatton ofthe clews in New York City 


will be one of unusual Interest. 


New Tonk, Oct. 7.—In two plain little 
rooms on the third floor of a cheap boarding- 
house in Harlem Almon B. Thomson and his 
Yarmily are now living. The house in which 
they have found shelter makes no preten- 
sions to the style of the better class New York 
boarding-house. It stands almost under the 


never ending roar of the Sixth avenue ele- 


vated trains; its stairways are shabby ank 
wncarpeted, The fligut from the second to 
the third floor is so narrow that two persons 
cannot stand abreast or pass each other on 
it, and just before reaching the landing 
there isa jutting projection that threatens 
danger to the visitor unless he is content to 
make the last stage ofthe climb with bowed 
head and. bent shoulders, The prevailing at- 
mosphere of the place is that of genteel pov- 
erty. But here the ex-Cashier of the. Provi- 
dent Savings Institution lives with Mis wife 
and two daughters. Modest as the\estab- 
lishmentisthe expense of actual living is 
barely met by the combined wages earned 
by Almon B. Thomson, his eldest daughter 
Annie, and his_youngest daughter, Emma. 
Thomson is emp as book-keeper fora 
small manufacturing concern here at a very 
meager salary. /His two daughters draw 


* gcanty pay as clerks in an insurance company 


on lower Broadway. Mrs. Thomson does the 
housework in the little rooms and also all 
necessary sewing and washing, assisted by 
the two girls when they have finished their 
work down town. At present the youngest 
daughter is sick abed, and the mother her- 
self just recovering from iliness. It was not

For apparent reasons Mr, Gray was the 
last person applied to for confirmation of the 
results of the investigation, though the in- 
terview showed hes should have deen the 
first. He has stood by his old {riend s0 long 
that he hascome to think the law hag no 
longer any claims on him and that un- 
pleasant publicity is the only thing to be 
feared. He gave the correct acdress, but 
joined in the request that it be not published 
after it had served the purposes of locating 
Thomson at once. | 

The reason for secrecy isa good and a pite-. 
ous one. Almon B. Thomson and his two 
young daughters at work here, fear that 17 
their story becomes known in New York with 
every detail of their location and employment 
given the result will be the loss of their post- 
tions and the wages they are now earning, 
and this to them means the loss of bread and 
meat and shelter. On Thursday last the 
SUNDAY Post-! ISPATCH corrospondent called 
on Mr. Gray at his office, No. 9 Desbrosses 
street. The object of thecall was promptly 


stated. 

When this object had been explained Mr. 
Gray hesitated, Then he said: There is no 
reason why you should not be able to get this 
information direct, save that Mr. Thomson 
may fear publicity in New York; he of course 
has nothing to fear from St. Louis, but the 


loss of his and his aaughterg’ positions here, 
through an unpleasant notugiety, would be a 
disaster to the family.’’ 

The next move was consequently the visit 
to Miss Annie Thomson. The Offices of the 
insurance company where she is employed 
are located on lower Broadway near the 
Battery. It is necessary to send in one’s card 
before seeing any ofthe employes, and the 
correspondent’s card witha penciled line to 
the effect thathecame from Mr. Gray was 
handed to the boy in buttons at the door of 
the main offices. The messenger disappeared 
down the long vista of a.corridor, reappear- 
ing afew moments later with instructions 
to conduct the visitor to the office where 
Miss Thomson worked. There the 20-year- 
old daughter of the ex-cashier was found at 
her desk. She isa pretty, blue-eyed, grace- 
ful young woman, of very gentle manners, 
but frail and delicate of physique. Ihe 
Trieids of Almon B. Thomson in St. Louis 
will remember her as one of the Mary Insti- 
tute pupils in the days when her father was 
well-to-do there. At the same time her 
younger sister was obtaining her primary 
education at the Stoddard School. Both girls 
then had, as their circle of friends, the school 
girls of 8 or 10 years ago who are now the 
society girls of St. Louls. The daughter re- 
celved her necessarily unwelcome visitor 
with as much ease of manner as was possible 
under the circumstances. She listened to 
his story, and then sald quietly: ‘‘Mr. Gray 
has advised that it may be best for you to 
call on us as your paper desires, 

As the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH correspond- 
ent turned to leave the young lady said with 
some embarrassment: ‘*There will be noth- 
ing said here in New York of—ot—of this 
matter, will there? It would be very unpleas- 
ant for all of us. 

She was assured that her wishes in this re- 
spect would be regarded, and as the corre- 
spondent took his leave. she turned to her 
desk again, taking up herdatly work. The 
little Harlem boarding house under the 
screech and rush ofthe elevated trains was 
found without difficulty. The bell was 
answered by a half-grown boy in shirt 
sleeves: Is Mr. Thomson at home?’’

He took the card handed him and 
went up the narrow stairs. Shortly after his 
departure a man’s step descending became 
audible, and the next moment Almon B. 
Thomson faced the correspondent. 

TWO PEN PICTURES. 
Loulsans who remember Almon 
B. Thomson uf seven years ago, 
and they are legion, as the popular 
bank cashier ‘was always one of the 
best Known inen about town, retain the fol- 
lowing picture of him in their memories: A 
man witha gental and yet scholarly face, a 
full brown beard, soft and well kept, bright, 
alert blue eyes, small and rather delicately 
chiseled nose, a laughing mouth,a figure of 
medium height, always  irreproachabdly 
clothed, quick and impetuous of movement. 
He was a handsome man, and his dapper 
form wes familiar not only in the conven- 
tional garb ot business or society, but also in 
the bright uniform with yellow facings of the 
old st. Louis Cavalry, of which he was an of- 
ficer, and in the more somber dark blue, ted 
belt and plumed chapeau of the Knights 
Templar,in which also he was a prominent 
figure, Banker, churchman, Mason, art 
connoisseur, litterateur, trooper and bon- 
vivant, Almon B.‘ihomson in his day was 
the best-known man in st. Louis, and always 
good looking, either in ordinary dress, in 
cavalry uniform or in Knight Templar re-. 
galia. Place against this picture of the Al- 
mon B. Thomson of 1886, the present picture 
of the Almon B. Thomson of 1893, as he ap- 
peared before the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent. A thin, anxious, uncertain 
face, filled with deep lines, gray hair 
rapidly becoming white, brushed back 
from the forehead. No rippling brown 
beard as of old, only a gray 
mustache, slightly drooping. The lines o 
the mouth have lost the laughing curves 
that emphasized the genial good nature of 
the Almon B. Thomson of St. Louis. The 
lips tend downward at the corners, the shav - 
ing off ot the full beard makes apparent the 
delicate and soméwhat weak oval of the 
face, the chin is faintly pointed. The com- 
plexion of the face is grayish, its expression 
a somewhat pathetic suggestion of uneasi- 
ness and loss of confidence. Yet with all 
this change from the Almon B. Thomson of 
seven or eleht years ago, the face of Almon 
B. Thomson to-day is not the face of an old 
man. It is that of a man prematurely fur- 
rowed and gray, bearing all ot the stereo. 
typed marks that ordinarily come with age, 
not aged in tue exact Meaning of the word. 
There is, instead, at times, something al- 
most touchingly boyish in its expression, the 
reflection of an innate and ingrained 
buoyancy and recklessness of temperament 
that has carried more than this man into the 
whirl of sin and the wreck of disgrace before 
they realized the sweep of the maelstrom, 
into which they had plunged. Coming in 
flashes as this ex mh does, it telis with-

He led the way to the third floor, apologiz- 
ing for the necessity for the climb to his 
cheap quarters. The door of one of the two 
rooms eccupied by himseif and his little family 
opened full on tue stairs. In this room sat 
Mrs. Thomson, still weak from recent 11 
ness, and the eldest daughter, Annie. The 
latter was sewing after a day’s work in the 
Broadway insurance office. 

In the next room, small and dark, the 
youngest daughter, Emma, lay sick. Ig was 
necessary to keep the door connecting the 
two rooms open, as otherwise the sick girl 
would have suffered for air. 

The chamber into which the visitor was 
ushered was bare of any but the plainest 
furniture, but it was as neat as a pin. Above 
the mantel-shelf was the only decoration 
visible, some cabinet photographs of 
friends, St. Louis people. Mrs. Thomson’s 
black dress was much worn, but shapely and 
Her daughter still wore a 
dress of light, cheap summer goods, although 
the day had been a wet, bieak October day, 
and the rain was then pattering against the 
window. Here in this little room Almon B. 
Thomson, his brave and devoted wife, and 
the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
talked fortwo hours, Thomson dwelling on 
his bitter, fugitive life since 1886, the year 
ofhis fitght from St. Louis, Mrs. Thomson, 
talkingof the sufferings undergone by the 
unhappy little family, sufferings that made 
Imperative the bringing of the sult against 
her busband’s brother and the consequent 
un of the sad story of her husband's 


e. 

During this pitiful recital of her parents’ 
hard experiences, the daughter Annie re- 
mained in the room, sewing by the only light 
available. Sometimes when her father 
spoke of himself and his wanderings, her 
head would bend down lower and lower over 
ner work, and her face fiush slightly. Then 
she would regain her composure, and as her 
mother told of the family’s trials she would 
glance up and occasionally join briefly in the 
touching story. Once or twice she went into 
the adjvlning room to see her sister and at- 
tend to her wants. 

THOMSON’S 6TORY. 

Amon Thomson does not hesitate to ton of 
his movements after leaving st. Louis, the 
story being the first aud only one, however, 
that he has ever given. It breaks the silence 
and secrecy Of seven years and is the first 
word or explanation he has spoken to any 
save to his family and the one or two friends 
who Have known of his presence since 1886. 

„When Lleft St. Louis“ he said, ‘‘I went 
first to Canada. This was in July, 1886. I 
remained there until October or November. 
Then my father had paid my indebtedness ta 
St. Louis and leaving Canada I went to San 
Francisco, Cal. With the exception of one 
man, a relative living at San Rafael, I did 
not know a living soul in the whole State of 
Callfornia. Ay family joined me almost 
immediately in San Francisco and tnere I 
began my life anew, struggling to support 
them. 1 had no money, no iriends, received 
no assistance ana could not hope for any- 
thing but the most humble of positions. I 
notified a friend in St. Louls of my where- 
abouts and was in correspondence with my 
brother. Itriedto geta clerkshipof some 
kind in San Francisco but without success. [ 
knew something about photography, and 1 
tried to get work in that line. There also 1 
failed. When living in St. Louls I had always 
had something ofa literary turn of mind and 
had done some literary work in the way of 
recreation. 1 determined to turn this to 
what account I could, and after a time I suc- 
ceeded in getting a very humble position on 
a San Francisco paper. 

BECOMES A NEWSPAPER MAN. 

“The salary was the lowest paid, but I was 
glad to get it, because it did, at least, give 
mea foothold in work. Of course, we had to 
get the cheapest quarters possible, and the 
poor little home we did get was a full three 
miles away from where I worked. My wife 
and daughters did allthe work in the house, 
washing, cooking and everything. I walked 
daily and nightly to and from my work, and 
the only food I ate was my breakfast and the 
supper I got at ho 7 Jing no money 
for a meal during the twel hours or more I 
was at work down town. was impossible 
for us to do more than pay rent and buy 
food; buying any sort of clothes was not to 
be thought of. We wore the clothes that we 
had in St. Louis. Weare still wearing them, 
for that matter. It took a long time for me 
to make any headway toward the slight- 
est increase in sabary. was 
doing police work on the papers, 
and it was of a class that is poorly paid, but 
I was making friends and T did make some 
good friends in San Francisco.

This letter, Ike many another of its kind, 
fatied to accomplish the purpose for which it 
was written, butit did create a sensation, 
not only in the. life ef. gay . Prince Hal, but 
also in that of a young society man who, by 
astupid blunder,- was supposed to be the 
author of it. 

RED TIGHTS. 

The beauty in red tights,’’ whose name 
was Annie Speer, when the letter was deliv- 
ered to her by a messenger boy sent for Man- 
ager Ford, who was then running the Cave, 
and showed it to him. The manager caught 
the messenger boy and taking him dehind 
the scenes had him point out the gentleman 


in the audience who had given him the letter. 
Mr. Ford thought he pointed to the young 
society man, not for once thinking it could 
have been the stately cashier of the Provi- 
dent Bank who was sitting just behind him, 
though he was the real author. 

WHEN HE WAS CAUGHT. 
The first intimation the board of directors 
had of Thomson’s crookedness was on Satur- 
day, July 10, when he was called to account 
fora certificate of 100 shares of stock in the 
Crystal Plate Glass Co., which he nad bypoth- 
ecated with the bank for a loan of $4,500 
made to him by Mr. Thomas H. Swain, the 
Vice-President of the bank. A few days pre- 
vious a check for $4, the A@fvidend on one 
share of stock of the Crystal Plate Glass Co., 
was malled tothe bank and opened by Mr. 
Swain, who thought it an o al commual- 
cation to the bank. His suspicions were 
aroused and he called for an explanation 
from Thomson. Ihe latter said the other 
ninety-nine shares were owned in partaer- 
ship by Charles E. Barnes, F. A. Drew and 
Sapt. Neale of the Plate Glass Co. 
This explanation did not suit Mr. Swain 
and he called a meeting of the board for Sat- 
urday. Thomson made the same explana- 
tion to the board, and did it in such a plausa- 
ble manner, that he deceived them all ex- 
cept Swain. If there were any doubts as to 
the genuiness of the collateral, Thomson 
said he would repay the money or give other 
collateralon Monday. The directors were 
— time glven and a fatal mistake 
made. 
Almon Thomson saw his disgrace already 
foreshadowed and, at the same time, had 
vaguely planned his escape. 

HIS PLAN OF ESCAPE. 

That afternoon he went home and puton 
his cayairy uniform and informed his wife 
that he was going to Sweet Springs, Mo.,

CHRISTIE WARDEQ’S SLAYER. 


Dr. Mary Walker“ es Charges Against 


$ro:d Under Investigation. 

SYRACUSE, N. I., Oct 7.—Chief of Police 
Wright is investigating the charge lodged by 
Dr: Mary E. Walker against Arthur B. Snoad 
and the man ts detained at police headquar- 
ters. As stated in previous dispatches, Dr. 
Walker claims to be able to prove that 
Snoad, and not Frank Almy, is the 
slayer of Christie Warden at Hanover, 


N. H., on July 17, 1891. Not only this,but she 
insists that she can establish Snoad’s identi- 
ty as H. A. Norcross, the man who it was 
supposed dropped the bomb in Russell Sage’s 
office. The doctor says it was not Norcross, 
but a companion of his, who threw the bomb, 
and that Snoad is Norcross. 

The eccentric woman has been at work on 
the case ever since the murder. Snoad, she 
says, wentto work for her at her farm at 
Bunker Hill, about four miles west of Oswe- 
go, In May, 1801. He remained a short time 
and then left her employ, but returned on 
July 18, remained a short time and again 
went away. 

Dr. Walker says that she found in her in- 
vestigation that Norcross was born in Wil- 
ton, . She says that Frank C. Almy,who 
was hanged forthe murder of Christie War- 
den, was not the murderer at all but that he 
was hired by parties interested to assume 
that he was Almy and becapturod, and that 
they were to receive the reward of §3,600 that 
was offered for his apprehension. As the 
laws of New Hampshire prevent the hanging 
of a person within a year of the time of sen- 
tence, Almy knew that he was safe for a 
year, and believed that meanwhile he would 
be released.

CUP CHALLENGING. 


How the Great International Contest 


Was Brought About. 


In 1889 negotiations were opened by Lord 
Dunraven for the Royal Yacht Squadron of 
England with the New Lor Lacht Club to 
bring about an international meet. The old 
Valkyrie, now the property of Ignazio Florio 
of Palermo, was to represent the Britishers. 
But, owing to disagreement in regard to the 
deed of gift, the committee of the Royal 


Yacht * refused to sanction the chal - 

lenge. was a ripple that soon vanished, 
but it proved to the New York Yacht Club 
that the desire on the part of Englishmen to 
regain the old prize cup was as strong as 
ever. 

The year of 1891 was full of the victories 
of the canoe bowed Gloriana, which swept 
everything before her until the year follow. 
ing when another 46-footer, the Wasp, came 
to the front. 

About this time Lord Dunraven determined 
totry again for the America’s cup, and this 
time the effort was to be made in a most 
determined and persistent manner.

Under the name of the Queen’s Cup it was 
was won from a fleet of seventeen British 
competitors on Aug. 22, 1852, by the American 
yacht ‘‘America’’ in the regatta of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron around the Isle of Wight. 
The America’s time in this race was 10 hours 


and 87 minutes. It was not until 1870 that 
British yachtsmen made an attempt to win 
back the trophy. In this year the yacht 
Cambria came over for the cup, but was 
beaten by the Magic, 

In 1871 another attempt was made. The 
cutter Livonia appeared as the English 
champion, while the Columbia was selected 
to represent America. The Columbia won 
the first race, but in the second was disabled 
and beaten. The Sappho was chosen to take 
the Columbia’s place in the remaining races, 
and she mag®ificently justiend the selection, 
winning two straight victories. 

In 1876 the American Madeline beat the 
Canadian Coutitess of Dufferin, and in 1881 
the Canadian Atlanta was defeated by the 
American Mischief. There was no more 
racing for the cup until 1885, when the Genes- 
ta challenged for it. The races were saiied, 
the Puritan defending the trophy, and they

A yacht race of thirty miles in which the 
winner wins by only six minutes cannot 
be said to have decisively settled the ques- 
tion of relative speed. In this instance, 
however, it does settle one thing appar- 
ently: that the Vigilant is afaster boat 
than the Valkyrie in light winds. Six 
minutes is not so very much, but, like 
Mereutio’s wound, it will do.“ The 
result also proves that, so far as has been 
ascertained, the Vigilant was handled 
quite as well in yesterday’s race as the 
Valkyrie—possibly better. 

Now it remains to be seen whether the 
American boat can retain her present su- 
periority ina heavy wind; such an one as 
ought tocome, and doubtless will, before 
the remaining races are over. The owner 
and builder of the British boat are, itis 
said, praying fora reef-topsail blow,“ 
and it is hoped their prayers will be an- 
swered; for, we take it, what the waiting 
nautical world wants to know is, which is 
the better ‘‘all-round’’ boat. A six-knot 
breeze that would not disturb the equilib- 
rium of a canoe, satisfies nobody who sin- 
cerely desires to see the best boat keep, or 
carry off, the America’s cup, 

Meanwhile, the fine old chivalry of the 
sea has surely not vanished when the two 
foremost nations of the earth willingly 
spend $700,000 and more—and no end of 
time and trouble—in contesting for a 
trophy whose intrinsic value is only $250.

By a polite falsehood, which deceives no- 
body, these colossal outlays are for na- 
tional defense“ only, The truth is that 
they are quite as much for ‘‘offense’’ as 
‘‘defense;’’ in other and plainer words, 
they are for war purposes and nothing 
else. 

‘*War,’’ said the greatest master of it, 
‘tis the science of barbarism.’’ Yet here 
we see the four most powerful nations of 
Europe, representing—Russia excepted— 
the highest civilization of our age, spend- 
ing $840,000,000 annually for the support 
and cultivation of this barbarie science! It 
isa most significant and suggestive fact 


that to-day there is more money being 


spent for war, and more men engaged in 
the business of war in one way or another, 
tRan at any previous time in the history of 
the world. It is, perhaps, a Still 
more significant and suggestive fact 
that nearly nineteen ‘hundred years 
After the establishment of a religion, 
the fundamental principle of which 
is peace on earth and good will 
to men, there are far more ex- 
tensive, elaborate and expensive prepa- 


and for the scientific killing of men, than 
when the first Christmas song was sung to 
the shepherds of Bethlehem, It is doubt- 
ful whether the regular armies of Rome 
under Augustus and Tiberius amounted to 
500,000 men, including auxiliaries. Any 
one of three of the four nations named 
above can, at two weeks’ notice, put in the 
field, ready for active service, double that 
number; and Germany, France and Russia 
can and will, incase of pressing need, 
muster at least 4,000,000 trained soldiers. 
Italy, a second-rate power, not included 
in the above list,can furnish 600,000; while 
Austria, a first-rate power, also omitted, 
can raise a million without serious diffi- 
culty.

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NO SECTIONAL COMPACT. 


Gov. Tillman’s idea of the highest poli- 
tics for West and South is a bargain in 
which the West guarantees the South 
against negro domination in return for the 
South’s promise to see that the silver of 
the West is taken care of. The two are to 
strike an alliance, gain control of the Gov- 
ernment and take what they want. 

This is the lowest politics of the log - roll - 
ing variety. An alliance such as Gov, 
Tillman proposes would be an unholy alli- 
ance, arrayingesection against section, 
special interest againgt special interest, 
arousing the basest passions and grinding 
to powder all who are not able to command 
ashare of power and spgils. Whatever 
success might be gained by it would be 
only temporary and would be fellowed by 
certain disaster to the sectional allies as 
well as to the whole country. 

It is a radical blunder to regard the 
money question orany other question of 
general governmental policy as a sectional 
issue. In all issues involving governmental 
wrongs the struggle is never between the 
people of different sections, but between 
the masses of the people of all sections 
and the classes striving for special advan- 
tages through discriminating legislation. 
Wrongs of this kind are wrought through 
the combinations of classes and cliques 
formed after the manner of that proposed 
for the South and West. 

In thé matter of the currency the blun- 
der of sectionalism is based on the absurd 
assumption that the Northeast is popu- 
lated by money-lenders, bondholders, 
bankers and speculators, whereas the mass 
of the people of the Northeast is composed 
of producers, wage-earners and debtors 
who are as much injured by any policy of 
Shylockism which may prevail in legisla- 
tion as the producers and wage-earners of 
the South and West. 

The interests of the masses of the people 
of all sections are common. They have 
equal stakes in governmental action. The 
only permanent safeguard against wrong 
lies in the aroused intelligence, patriotism 
and sense of justice of all the people in all 
the sections. The only safe method of se- 
curing relief from wrongs and abuses is an 
appeal to the intelligence, patriotism and 
sense of justice of all the people. 

It is in the campaign of education, not 
the sectional compact, that the cause of 
honest government must be won. If on 
the monetary question the South and West 
believe that the East is in error and is 
under vicious leadership the forces of the 
campaign should be concentrated among 
the Eastern people. If the friends of bi- 
metallism are wise they will, make intelli- 
gent and patriotic appeal to the whole 
country and carefully avoid tricks, bar- 

ains and such sectional alliances as that 
proposed by Gov. Tillman. | 
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HOW GOOD MEN DO WRONG. 


A few days ago Mr. Calvin T. Sampson } 


of North Adams, Mass., died, leaving 
51,000, 000 behind. His wife followed him 
to the grave within a few hours and the 
ensuing complications will, it is thought, 
interfere with certain benevolent plans 
which Mr. Sampson had in mind, whereby 
a largesum was to be left to an educational 
institution in Florida. 

Mr. Sampson is described as ‘‘the 
pioneer importer of Chinese labor.’’ ‘He 
it was who first saw that there was money 
in cheap labor and took advantage of his 
opportunities to qualify as a philan- 
thropist, a benefactor of his kind. He 
meant well and should be given credit for 
his motives rather than for performance, 
for it was accident only which spoiled his 
plans. 

The noteworthy feature in this case is 
that the fortune which this public-spirited 
citizen proposed to “devote to public pur- 
poses, which he intended to use for the 


‘benefit of mankiad, was acquired by 


means hurtful to a large number of his 
fellow-countrymen, or, at least, without 
due regard for their interests. With all 
his kindliness he resorted to expedients 
not consistent with his supposed general 
purpose in life, which was humane and 
honorable. 

The instance is not solitary. The stress 
of business compels many men of finest 
instincts and truest purpose to take from 
their fellowmen with one hand what they 
afterwards best@w with the other. The 
right hand knows not what the left is 
doing. 

And the worst of it is that the practices 
most successfully employed to get wealth 
become sanctified by use, and their moral 
quality is not inquired into. It is enough 
for the accumulater to know that his 
wealth is legally acquired and too often he 
takes it for granted without question that 
the legal is identibal with the moral char- 
acter, 

Moral inertness is the chief characteristic 
of the civilized world at this time. Not 
positive, active immorality, but an indif- 
ference to ethical considerations originat- 
ing in a condition of moral somnolence. 


We are all involved in it, as examples like 
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ened moral sense enables good to dis- 

tinguish the evil qualities of their deeds. 
AN OLD FAsHION. 

In the early days of the government 
when a Senator had a personal pecuniary 
interest in any pending question he tqok 
no part in the discussion, did not vote and 
usually absented himself while the matter 
was under consideration. 

A Senator who would betray squeamish- 
ness like this in these days would be 
looked upon as a purist or over particular 
person afflicted’ with iridescent dreams 
and visions of the decalogue. Hisconduct 
would excite widespread discussion and 
everybody would wonder what he meant 
by such old-fashioned foolishness, The 
men who own silver mines or smelters and 
get into the Senate by means of their finan- 
cial power would have nothing at all to do 
if such a code were to prevail. They are in 
the Senate to take care of their own inter- 
ests, not toserve the people. And similar 
motives actuate the men who are interested 
in syndicates and combines fostered by 
legislation. Sometimes they are share- 
holders, oftener ‘‘attorneys,’’ which 
means lobbyists with right to speak and 
vote. They are not representatives of the 
people. They are devoted to special inter- 
ests and it does not matter in the least 
whether such interests are in harmony 
with the public good or not. 

This condition of affairs is consequent 
upon the disappearance of the decalogue 
from politics. That code was a pretty 
good guideinthe early days when public 
men took Democracy seriously and be- 
lieved that a seat in the Senate was an 
honor, not an investment. 

Nevertheless, there are many who like 
the old way best. Théy are getting very 
tired of deals and compromises and want 
some straightforward legislative work 
done, designed solely with reference to 
the public welfare. Thig will be an un- 
usual spectacle, but it hasa precedent in 
the ancient practice referred toabove. A 
return to it will do much to raise the 
United States Senate from its present low 
estate.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON has lately de- 
clared that the recent tendency to cast 
odium on the ex-soldiers of the Union 
army should be warmly resented.

George Steers’ 
model, more or less modified, became the 
modei of the finest of those American worn y re 
ships, whicb forty years ago carried our flag 
in triumph to every port in the commercial 
world, running away from the fastest ships 
of other nations as easily asa steamer would. 
Indeed, one of them, the Flying Cloud, made 
good steamer time, seventeen and one-haif 
Knots an hour for two or three days together, 
on & voyage from New York to San Francisco. 

The een and Valkyrie may or may not 
break all previous yachtingrecords, but they 
will never serve as models ia naval archi- 
tecture for anything except yachts. They 
are mere racing boats and nothing else, and 
none but a lunatic would ever dream of 
bullding a ship on their lines. In this im- 
portant pect they are so much Inferior to 
he America that any comparison is quite out 
of the question, A. B.

night sessions or of the success of the Dill 
in its present shape as is Mr. Voorhees. 

A large majority of the Senators assert that 
the bili cannot be passed except in a modified 
form, and otners agree with Senator Mander- 
son in the assertion that if no compromise is 
reached a recess of thé Senate uatii Decem- 
ver will be necessary, which would virtually 
mean the abandonment of the Dill. Senator 
Carey, who has not so far identified himself 
with either side, said to-day that the tnevi- 
table result of the night session experiment 
would de an agreement upon a compromises 
Dill. 

It was stated at the Capitol to-day that 
Senator Menerson had deserted uncondi- 
tional repeal, and would advocate compro- 
mise. He denied this story tothe Posr Dis- 
PATCH correspondent. ‘‘l am still for re- 
peal, pureand simple,’’ said the Senator, 
‘*There isa good dealof talk about com- 
promise, but none of it proceeds from me, 
the fightis on and only the supreme test 
which Mr. Voorhees has now invoked can 
decide it. The repeal men having to furnish 
the quorum will be at a serfous disadvantaze 
of physical endurance, but that is the only 
thing left us. It will be time enough to talk 
compromise after the Senate has manifested 
itself unable to continue business.“ 

Another rumor in circutation was that 
Senator Jones of Arkansas, a leader among 
the anti-repeail men, hada new-proposition 
drafted which would command a majority. 

„„I have no new proposition, said Mr. 
Jones to a. Post-DISPATCH correspondent. 
„i have offered an amendment to the Voor- 
hees bill which Frepregents my views. 1 
want a compromise, And 1 belſeve that a 
compromise of some kind will be the result 
of the present contest, but it will probably 
take its shape from the extreme necessli- 
tles of the occasion. 

THE SENATE YESTERDAY. 
When the Senate met the Vice-President 
laid before it a telegraphic petition from 
the Merchants’ Excharge of St. 
ing speedy action on the repeal bill. 


Mr. Wolcott (Rep.) of Colorado offereda 
resolution (which went over until Monday) 
directing the Conmittee on Finance to re- 
port a bill for the coinage of gold and silver 
in accordance with the policy set forth in 
the bill reported by the committee Aug, 28, 
1898, being House bill No. 1. 

Mir. Harris (Dbem.) of Tennessee offered a 
resolution, When was referred, creaiing 
select committee of five senators to investi- 
gate the tord’s Theater disaster in Washing- 
ton City and report Whether inequity and 
justice the Government should compensate 
the sufferers therefrom. 

The repeal biil was taken up at 1118 
o’ciock, when Mr. Voorhees rose and mad 
the announcement quoted above. 

Mr. Roach (Dem.) of North Dakota then 
addressed the Senate. He said he was 
anxious for the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act and should ask in 
connection with it some legislation recogniz- 
ing silver as legal tender money and for its 
continued coinage. | 

Mr. Roach sald it was folly to talk about an 
international agreement which was toin- 
clude Great Britain. England would never 
agree to bimetallism in any form, unless 
forced to do sv. It would be the rankest kind 
of folly for those who believe in the free 
coinage of silver to accept any proposition 
which included in a remote degree the as- 
sent of England. He was not ready to vote 
for the repeal of the act of 1890 uncondition- 
ally even if it were a makeshift. Congress 
should call upon all the nations on this hem- 
isphere to unite with the United States and 
let them say howthe money metals should 
compare with each other and how they 
should be rated as money. They should also 
establish a uniform silver coin and provide 
tor its freecoinage with gold. Then, said 
Mr. Koach, the United states would fulull the 
magnificent destiny which has been assigned 
it. Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Nebraska then ob- 
tained the floor, hardly half a dozen Sena- 
tors being present. 

Mr. Stewart was about to suggest the ab- 
sence of a quorum. 

**No,’’ said Mr. Allen, I don’t want them 
nere. 

„They will learn something, replied Mr. 
Stewart. 

„„I will make them hear me whether they 
are inthe Senate or not,’’ said Mr. Allen. 
Ihen he began his speech, the first part of 
which was devoted toa denunciation of the 
act of 1873, which he characterized as a 
crime. After he had been speaking for seme 
time, Pettigrew (Rep.) suggested the ab- 
sence of a quorum. But thirty-three Sena 
tors, less than a quorum, responded when 
the roll was called, and the Sergeant-at- 
Arms was (liretted to request the attendance 
of absent fenatcrs. Aiter a delay of fifteen 
minutes a quorum was secured and Mr. 
Allen proceeded. He entered into a 
technical discussion as to the use of 
the word ‘*intrinsic’’ as applied to the value 
of gold and silver. The masses of the peo- 
ple, he said, had been misled upon the sub- 
ject of the Intrinsic value of money. Every 
penny-a-liner had been employed to deceive 
and to misiead the people upon the subject. 
The same was true as to ‘‘sound and honest 
money. when the fact was there never had 
been a dollar with full legal-tender qualities 
which was not honest and worth as much as 
any other dollar. 

A lengthy discussion followed between Mr. 
Allison (lowa), Allen, White of Loulsiana and 
athers on these points. 

Mr. Allen then made a long argiment in 
favor of the free coinage of silWer, taking | 
the position that the remonetigation of silver | 
woula result in an incrementof value and | 
restore value which had been depreciated by 
legislation. 

Mr. W (Dom.) of Loulsiana asked how 
if universal legisiation had depreciated the 
value of silver its value could be restored by 
legislation in this country alone. 

Mr. Allen did not admit that there was a 
depreciation of silver in the comprehensive 
and broad sense. Instead, there was merely 
a disparity between coined gold and silver 
bullion. 

At 4o’clock Mr. McPherson observed that 
Mr. Allen was fatigued and moved that the 
Senate adjourn. Without concluding his 
speech Mr, Allen yielded and the Senate ad- 
journed. 
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A MASSACHUSETTS WELCOME 


Extended t utherners in ths House of 
1 presentativss. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Oct. 7.—The House was 

practically deserted when the Speaker 


The galleries were empty and there were but 
twenty-one members on the foor—ten Dem- 
ocrats and eleven Republicans. The annual 
report of the Board of Managerg of the Na- 
tional Soldiers’ Home was laid before the 
House.

These laws re- 
vVived the bitter feeling which the Union only 
put down ufter four bloody years. It was ad- 
mitted that these laws were ineffective. In 
splteofthem the same corruption still ex- 
isted in the South and In the great centers of 
population. This was demonstrated by the 
fact that the Republicans ‘sought to 
strengthen them by the infamous force bill. 

The great cities, New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Chicago and St. Louis presented an- 
other terrible problem. Corruption, rest- 
lessnsss. des palr existed in these great Baby- 
lons to an extent that made the reformer 
and the divine tremble. The old leaders of 
the Republican party, Andrews, Adams and 
Lincoln, were never tdentified with coercion. 
In conciusion he welcomed the Confederates 
back to the ball of Congress because they 
were his brothers; because Massachusetts 
was a Union state. He appealed to his col- 
leagues to bu out the memories of the past 
and work for liberty and union. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio toliowed in opposi- 
tion. tie made a vigorous assault on the 
Democratic party for its attempt to strike 
down the National protection of the ballot 
box. Hesaid that the Democratic party was 
making a great political blunder by repeal- 
ing these laws. It was a good thing for that 
party to have the specterof Federal inter- 
ference stalk and walk in the South on the 
eve of election. Remove it and it would stew 
in its own juice, Referring tothe Van Alen 
appointment he sak! that the evidence of the 
most degraded condition to which politics 
had ever descended was at hand when a re- 
spectable gentleman (referring to Horace 
White ofthe New York ost) argued thata 
man who put up for a corruption of 
a party should not be recognized 
by appointment to office, but should 
be entitied to have his money refunded.

polls drove away the wholesome influence of 
the best men of thg community. He said 
that the present bill Might goa iittle further 
than it ought. Some of the statutes it 
repealed were no olfensive. He want- 
eld to repeal all the laws pertaining 
tothe appointment of marshals and super 
visors, but was willing to leave those con- 
taining declarutory rights conceded by all. 
As far as tne judicial portions of the laws are 
concerned let the United ‘tates Judges be de- 
barred from havinys jurisdiction in State 
elections and exercise it in Federal elections 
He did not want to goto extremes. He only 
wanted existing laws modified so as to re- 
move tieir sting and remove the irritating 
cause of contention and conflict. 

Mr. Hepbura of Iowa, ex-solicitor of the 
Treasury, safd it was an insolent assumption 
of the Democratsthatthe Republican party 
was interlering with their domestic affairs. 
We have the same right to tequire honest 
elections inthe south as if the trespassing 
were within the limits of our own State. 
These decried statutes do not interfere with 
State elections but only require that there 
shall be proper scrutiny and peace at the 
polis, sotnat every man shall have the right 
to vote as ne pleases at Federal elections. 
He referred to the utterances of Mr. »ioney 
of Mississippi, a few days ago that white 
men shallrule, constitution or no constitu- 
tion. 

Have you not learned anything in the last 
thirty years?“ asked Mr. Hepburn, address. 
ing the Deimocratic side. Do you not know 
that the men you used to call the mudsitls 
of the North’ constitute majorities in this 
country; that they are the men who love 
their institutions, and who will not permit 
the laborers of this country, in Mississippl 
or anywhere else, to be robbed of their 
rights because it suits your purposes?“ (Ap- 
piause.) 

He denied that these election laws were de- 
signed toinsurethe domination of the Re- 
publican party; with as many Democratic as 
Republican judges there was no advantage 
to either party. He declared that in the 
Senate this wasall an economic question, 
The desire to keep down the black man was 
because of the desire to produce cheap cot - 
ton. 

‘*You gentlemen,’’ he sald, had better 
reorganize your ideas of labor and Its re- 
spectability inthis great economic problem 
ot ours. We do not regard our laboring men 
as veneered savages or Darbariags.’’ [Ap- 
plause. | 

Mr. Swanson of Virginia, and Mr. Weadock 
of Michigan, followed in advocacy, and were 
succeeded by Mr. Cannon ot llinols, in op- 
position, He made one of his characteristic 
speeches. The necessity and propriety of 
the legislation which this bill sought to 
repeal had been represented. The laws 
were primarily enacied on account of the 
frauds in New York. They were not designed 
forthe South. This law had been brvught 
forward inopportunely at this time to fire the 
Southern heart and affect the pending Vir- 
ginia election. In speaking of the race 
problem, he said, addressing the Democratic 
side: Tou have to solve it for weal or for 
woe. The black men, endowed with citizen- 
ship, will be elevated by your efforts and 
theirs, or they will pull you dovn to a com- 
mon degradation.

“FINISHED TYPE OF USELESSNESS.”

| Visit of ths Czar to the Court of Paris— 


President Carnot Returns to the Elysee 
—Marks cf Suffering Shown in His 
Fa % He Will, Be a Candidate for a 
Second Term—Paris Gossip. 


Paris, Oct. %—Nothing is considered 
worthy ofatténtionin France at this mo- 
ment unless it has some bearing on the com- 
ing visit of the Russians. Tue case of M. 
Paul de Cassagnac excites interest because It 
is feared the government is about to make an 
undignified exhioition of itself before its 
autocratic ally. M. de Cassignac, who 
is the last reliable Bonapartist in France, 
was defeated in the late election at Gers, a 
constituency he had represented since he had 
grownup. He declared that he would make 
himself heard more plainly through his 
newspaper, the Autorite, than he had done 
in the Chamber, and he is keeping 
his word. De ‘assignac is a delightful 
man personally, but of no real value in pol- 
itics. He weighs 200 pounds, is Herculean 
in build, is handsome and hasa voice like a 
lion’s roar. A duel with him is au exception 
to the rule, being fraught with great person- 
al danger. Recent he turned his at- 
tention to Gen. Saussier, the Governor 
of Paris, who is to be the commander in 
chief of the Frencharmies in case of war. 
Gen. Sua ssierisa brave soldier and is re- 
ported to be an Orleanist. But he has abso- 
lutely refused to de associated in any con- 
spiracy against the Government to which he 
owes obedience, and would unhesitatingly 
aid in suppressing such a thing. 

Under a Republic,“ satd De Cassignac, 
they always prefer an imbecile ora biack- 
guard, if he ts devoted body and soul, tothe 
existing regime. Gen. Saussier isthe most 
finished type of uselessness and presump- 
tion. He is general of the French armies 
without ever having commanded or without 
even knowing how to ride a horse. He is 
Saussier Tonneau, in the sense they call 
great orators,‘ Brother Mirabeau Tonneau.’ ” 
For this assault Cassignac will have to 
answer. ; 

The case, if it comes on, must be tried be- 
fore the Court of Assizes by ajury. To de- 
cide it properly it will be necessary for the 
General to demonstrhte practically to the 
jury that he knows how to mount a horse 
and command an army. Instructions to 
prosecute were given without the consulting 
of the General, and he regrets the Govern- 
ment’s action. De Cassignac is greatly 
pleased, and this morning goes into details 
on the subject of horsemanship, saying that 
the General is to be lifted into his saddle by a 
derrick. l 

THE CZAR AND COUNT DE PARIS. . 

De Cassignac commented significantly this 
week onthe Visit of the Czar to the Comte de 
Paris, whose personal friendship the Bona- 
partist leader is known to enjoy. The Comte 
de Paris cultivates the friendship of any one, 
whether Bonapartist or Anarchist, likely to 
ald him. While declaring himself an 
unchanging Bonapartist De Cassig- 
nac says: ‘*The Comte de Paris is a 
man of indomitable will who intends to 
reign and who will possibly play a predom- 
inant part into the great struggle to which 
France is looking forward.“ 

The facts concerning the Compte de Paris’ 
visit to the Czar are not easily learned. It is 
certain, however, that the former did not 
entirely forget his political interests in the 
midst of his family joys. It 16 believed that 
he has hopes of marrying his daughter, the 
Princess Helene, the prettiest of the Orleans 
Princesses, to the second son of the Czar, 
the Grand Duke Alexandrowitch. Both are 
22 years ofage. In view of the health of the 
Czarewitch the Grand Duke is not unlikely 
to occupy the Russian throne some day. 
The Orleanists do not conceal their glee at 
this prospect. One of the most cogent 
arguments fora monarchy tn Fance is that a 
royal alliance by blood and marriage to neiah- 
boring rulers would help to preserve peace. 

PRESIDENT CARNOT, 

The President returned to Paris 
tainebleu on Thursday and was rted by 
the cavalry tothe Elysee. Since then he kas 
presided at a Cabinet council and received 
the Press Committee ofthe France-Russian 
fetes. Everybody is now in a position to 
know how he looks at least. He is thin- 
ner, he has some more wrinkles and there 
is some marks of suffering on his face.

WHAT TO DO IN.CASE OF ACCIDERT. 
Flying or coasting a hill with the feet on 


‘the rests is delightful and ¢éxhilarating. In 


cold weather it may become dangerous on 
account of the liability to contract a chill 
while heated. Straight, moderate declines, 
without Cross-roads or’ other openings for. 
the rapidapproach of obstacles may be ne- 


gotiated at a good speed with safety and ad- 
vantage, but the rider should never lose his 
—— nor the reasonable control of his ma- 
chine. 

If the wheel gets the better@pf the rider the 
best thing to dois to put the sole of the shoe 
between the front forks and the tire, and 
bear down. The wheel can be stopped 80 
suddenly in this manner as to sarprise the 
novice at the business. In case there is not 
time toapply the foot brake it is best to 
jump off at once. Probably the best way is 
to spring back fromthe pedals and handles, 
with the knees well straightened, so that the 
body does not come in contact with the rear 
wheel. It is advisable to steer through any 
sandy 8 or other heavy going, pro- 
vided that it is not too deep, as this would 
cause the rider to fly over the handle bars. 
Above all, the desideratum is to keep a cool 
head, not to coast too close behind other rid- 
ers orto carom, and to negotiate bends in 
the road siowly, so that if teams are ap- 
proacbing an instant dismount can be made 
if necessary.

LOBENGULA HAS A FIGHTING FORCE or 
30,000 MEN, 


The Trouble Is the Outcome of the Far- 
tition of the Dark Continent Among 
the Great Powers of Europe—The 
Extent and Resources of Matabeleland 
—The Army of the Whites to Meet the 
Savaces. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—This morning’s dispatch- 
es from Sir Henry Loch,the English Commis- 
sioner in South Africa, are unanimously ac- 
cepted by the English press as presaging an- 
other war with Zulus, andthe fear is freely 
expressed thatit may be as bloody and as 
costly as was that other war in which the 
French Prince Imperial was one of the vic- 
tims. Lobengula, the King of the Matabele 
Tulus, however, is not belleved to be any- 
thing like such a war chiefas old Cetewayo, 
while the Zulus of the Zambesi country, are 
neither so powerful in physique nor indomit- 
able in courage as their fellow tribesmen 
along the coast; nevertheless this is all con- 
jecture for there has never been any serious 
encounter between the whites and Loben- 
guia. Lobengula hasan army of 25,000 to 
80,000 men. The utmost armed white force 
that now could be ariayed against him would 
probably not muster over 2,500, but these 
troops are well armed, excellent shots and 
well mounted. On the other hand, Loben- 
gula has 1,000 Martini rifles, because that 
amount ofarms was furnished him by Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes as part ofthe purchase price of 
the chartered company’s present posses- 
sions. 

The situation is peculiar and in view of the 
probable bloody result, a brief statement 
covering it will be of interest to American 
readers. Whenthe arbitrary and wholesale 
pertition of Africa was agreed on between 
Germany, England, Belgium, Portugal and 
France the great tract ruled over by Loben- 
gula was assigned to Engiand. His capital, 
Culuwayo, is 1,200 or more miles north of 
Cape Town.

The Pope admits by this 
latest act that respect for American opinion 
is essential to maintenance of Roman author- 
ity in America. 
Newton evidently means in all this to re- 
buke what he considers ultramontane ten- 
denceles in the church which has prosecuted 
him for his advanced views.

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HISTURY OF THE REVOLT. 


Giving the Cause ana Events That Have 
Followed at Rio. 3 

Ro DB JANTERO, Brazil, Sept. 50, 
Montevideo, Uruguay, Oct. 7.—The Weste 
Brizilian Telegraph Co, refuses absolutely 
transmit even prepaid telegrams to the 
Wontp and Post-Dispatcu notwithstanding 
a special permit was obtained from Pregi+ 
dent Peixoto, unless the same privilege 1s 
grgnted to other newspapers, whice privi- 
lege it is impossible for them to obtain.

HISTORY OF THE REVOLT. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 24, via Montevideo, 
Oct. 8.—The Supreme Court denied on Sept. 1 
Senator Rug Barboso’s application for a writ 
of habeas corpus for Admiral Wanderkolk, 
captured on the steamer Jupiter, his flagship, 
at the end of his short-lived rebellion. The 
Senate, of which the Admiral was a member, 
had refused to make him amenable to the 
civil laws for trial ona charge of treason, 
President Floriano Peixoto then vetoed a 
bill which had passed both Houses of Con- 
gress, providing that nobody who had 
been vice-president could be eligible to the 
presidency. Peixoto was elected vice- 
ey and became chief executive of the 

epublic when Marshal Deodora Da Fonseca 
resigned under pressure. Peixoto meant to 
be a candidate for president in the elections 
next March. Ifhe had signed the bill he 
would thereby have made himse!f ineligible 
to the presidency. The Brazilian fleet in the 
port of Rio de Janeiro revolted onthe night 
of Sept. 5, captureda number of merciiant 
vessels and armed them. Admiral Custodio 
Jose De Mello was commander-in- chief. 
The warships were provided with ‘vast 
stores of arms, ammunition, provisions, 
and coal. One object in view was to have 
absolute control of the bays of Guanabara 
and Nictheroy and the roadstead. The 
artiliery battalion from Armacao occupied 
the forts at Pico and Boa Viagem just in 
time. The army, the national guard and the 
volunteer corps in most of the forts and 
arsenals were faithful to the Government. 
The fortress of Viillegagnon, with its force of 
600 marines declared neutrality, as did also 
Admiral Soldanha Da Gama, director of the 
naval school, the hospital and Das Cobras 
Island. On the 6th the fleet attempted 
to make an arrangement with Gov. 
Porciuncula of the State of Rio De Janeiro, 
and also with the commander of Fort Sania 
Cruz, but failed. 


THE FIRST SOT. 

Then the land on the side where Armacao 
and Nitcheroy are was pitilessiy shelled 
every day from the 7th to the 12th inclusive. 
Firing on the Rio side was prevented by the 
foreign warships. The insurgents’ flre was 
hotly returned from the shore, and every at- 
tempt to land wasrepulsed.

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BACTERIA IN THE STOMACH, 


Interesting Experiments Which Frove 
They Grow There. 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT- DISPATCH, 

It is generally believed that bacteria can- 
not exist in the gastric juice as found in the 
human stomach. That this is a mistaken 
idea is very well shown in the results ofa 
series of experiments performed by Dr. Gil- 
les ple and reported in the Journal of Pathol- 
ogy and Bacteriology. His observations were 
made on the Dacteria which he found in the 
stomach contents of various patients. He 
obtained twenty-four varieties of microbes 


and cultivated them in various media to as- 
certain their products, especially with re- 
gard to.their acid producing power, and to 
estimate the effect of hydrochloric acid added 
tothem. The microbes obtained were prin- 
cipally of the well-known species. 

The followiig conclusions were deduced as 
a result of these observations: First, many 
microbes cai growin the human stomach. 
Second, many of them can be grown from 
the contents of the stomach, even when tber 
are very acid. Third, from many cases in 
which organic acids are present in the stom- 
ach contents microbes can be grown which 

roiuce the same acid in suitable media. 

ourth, most of the bacterla wien so grown 
possess great rebistance to the action of 
acids. Fifth, hydrochloric acid when com- 
bined with protelds has very little inhibitory 
— on bacteria when compared with free 

yarochloric acid. Sixth, more microbes 
can be grown from the gastric contents when 
1 are used and a medium which will not 

iguify at the body temperature than if 

plates of gelatine are used. Seventh, 
microbes when present in quantity exercise 
a deleterious effect on both stomach and in- 
testinal digestion. KEighth, disease germs, 
which are usually very markedly affected vy 
hydrochloric acid may pass through the 
stomach unharmed if the meal with which 
they are —— be largely and chiefly nitro- 
genous (albuminold) in character, provided 
also the supply of hydrochioric acid some- 
what deficient, Under these circumstances 


mostif not all of the acid secreted com- 


with the  proteids eontained in 
the food. Ninth, many non-pathogenic 
germs do, as a matter of course, pass 
through the stomach unharmed or only 
temporarily disabled. Thig accords with 
Macifadyen’s observation that the bacteria 
of the small intestine are constantly chang- 
ing in numbers and varieties, Ihen, a smail 
quantity of the free acid, it combined acid be 
also present, is sufficient to kill or inhibit 
micro which could resist a similar quan- 
tity of the free acid alone. Eleventh, al- 
though bacterfa are no aid to peptic 
(stomach) digestion, and are a hindrance to 
the pancreatic digestion if in quantity in the 
intestine, they still are ot great use in the 
small intestine, where they contro! putrefac- 
tion. The microbes which most casily Ben 
through the stomach are those which 
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eases, the intensity rising and lling at in- 
tervals which are not necessarily uniform 
for the same disease and are very different 
n different diseases.

To-day Mr. Gould discussed 
with a Won and SunDAY Post- DISPATCH 
| Feporter the present conditjon and prospects 
pot the Gould stocks and hig policy of manage- 
ment ofthe estate. This is the first detailed 
interview Mr. Gould has ever given. When 
the reporter saw Mr. Gould in bis office in the 
‘Western Union Building he was without coat 
or waistcoat. Stripped to his shirt, he was 
- going through his mail, signing orders, dic- 
tating to his secretary and now and then 

opening the telegraph key ou his desk to 

answer a message over his railroad wire. 

After atime he dismissed bis stenographer, 
closed his telegraph key, slipped ona light 
office coat and turned to the reporter. In 
his replies to the reporter’s questions, Mr. 
Gould spoke rapidly, expressing himself as a 
man ot arm convictions who had thought- 
fully studied the matters under discussion. 

Mr. Gould said: ‘*‘‘lam by no means cer- 

- tain that the financial depression is on the 
mend. Weare now inthe midst of what we 
call hard times, and I am satisfied that there 
is no hope for anything but hard times for 
some months to come. If the Sherman silver 
law should be repealed immediately there is 

a prospect that things may-brighten, but the 
country cannot get over at once the blow it 
has received, It would de much Detter had 
the silver purchase law been repealed a 
month ago. Since the delay and hesita- 
tion of the Senate we have retrograded 
financially.’’ 

„What will ultimately cause the improve- 
ment in the financial situation?’’ 

The return of confidence in the minds of 
European investors, said Mr. Gould slowly.

„What, Mr. Gould, should we learn as the 
lesson of this panic?’’ 

That our currency should not be tinkered 
with,’’ Mr. Gould replied with impressive- 
ness, that to disturb actually or by rumors 
or discussion of our currency is@uicidal. This 
panic should teach those who have doubts 
that the only satisfactory monetary basis 18 
gold, and this must remain so as long as 
trade balances with foreign countries are 
settled in gold. , 

How has the present financial stringency 
affected the Gould stocks?’’ 

he Gould stocks, said Mr. Gould with 
a smile, I presume you mean Missouri 

ge, Western Union and Manhattan (the 

railroad.) These are what are com- 

nly known as the Gould specialties. I 

‘Cannot say that either Western Union or 
Manhattan have been serious sufferers, but 
we have felt the effect of the depression in 
Missouri Pacific traffic.

A SEVERE REBUKE. 


Servian Papers Attached by an Austrian 
Organ. 


BERLIN, Oct. 7.—The Bourses here and in 
Vienna are decidedly affected by the article 
from the Fremndenblatt, a sem!-official paper 
published in Vienna, which made a severe 
attack upon the Servian Government papers 
for publishing what is classed as false 
statements to the effect that Austria was 
erecting forts in tne Lim Valley, 
andin Southern Bosnia asa point of sup- 
port for an eventual advance upon Salonika. 
This article caused great anxiety in Constan- 
tinople, where the ServiaW®press was charged 
with fomenting an anti-Austrian agitation, 
In Bosnia and Herzogovina it was declared 
that the action of the Servian press de- 
manded serious attention. 

The article in the Fremndenblatt replying to 
the Servian papers, causes much sensation in 
both Berlin and Vienna, owing to the fact 
that the paper making the reply is the recog- 
nized organ of the Austrian Foreign Office, 
and because its articles are directly 
inspired by Count Kalknoky, the Aus- 
trian Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Such A harsh warning as that 
addressed to servia has seldom been ad- 
dressed toa European power, and it can be 
take n for granted that the article reflects an 
official remonstrance delivered by Austria to 
Servia. The sixznificance lies in the fact that 
Eastern 9 is always likened to a powder 
mggazine, which a spark may kindle at any 


went. 

Servia latterly has been completely under 
Russian influence, and it is worthy of note 
that Austria's warning is also directed 
against certain indiscreet remarks made by 
young King Alexander. 

A newspaper, which is said to have rela- 
tions with Chancellor Von ‘‘aprivi, advises 
the annexation to Germany of seven French 
departments in the event of Germany prov- 
ing victorious in a conflict with France. 
Germany’s frontier, this newspaper says, 
should be ye-established as it existed under 
Charles v. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung praises France for 
the energy she displayed in the Siamese ne- 
gotiations, and the Vienna Frese makes a 
similar complimentary remark regarding 
the French Government. 


BISMARCK’S TRIUMPHAL DEPARTURE. 

KISSENGEN, Oct. 7.—According to previous 
arrangements Prince Bismarck left here at 
11:45 this morning, The weather was beau- 
tiful. There was a great -commo- 
tion throughout the town. The streets 
leading to the depot from the sur- 
rounding hilis were profusely decorated 
with flags. Everybody was admitted to the 
station. All the remaining visitors, a vast 
throng of citizens, many ladies, officials and 
Bavarian officers, crowded the platform. 
The Prince, accompanied by Dr. §chwen- 
inger, drove upin an open carriage at 11:36. 
Bismarck was sligntly assisted up the five 
stone steps by Dr. Schweninger. 
The Prince wore a black, thick ulster, 
a white silk wrapper and a soft 
wide brimmed felt bat. He passed within 
a foot of your correspondént who observed 
that traces of iJlness were distinctly visi- 
ble. The face is much thinner and the gait 
much weaker than the last time the corre- 
spondent saw him at Friederichsrue.

SURVIVORS SUFFER TERRIBLY von 
WANT OF SHELTER AND FOOD. 


Men Rescued on Shell Beach Island Who 
Had Been in the Water Five Days— 
Coroner Story’s Work Among the 
Rotting Bodies in the Swamps—rai- 
ger of Epidemic Disease—Relisf Work 
in Which the Country Is Interested. 


NRW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 7.—From fisher- 
men arriving in the city to-day, it is learned 
that another section of the State has suffered 
the same fate as the unfortunate Chentere 
and portions of the lower coast country from 
‘the effects of last Sunday night’s storm. The 
few survivors are in a terrible condition, 
having gone without food and water since 
the storm. The portion of the State which 
was reported to-day as devastated is situ- 
ated in the vicinity of what is Known as the 
marshes of Lake Borgne, near Bayou Mus- 
cato. There are no seitlements on 
the Bayou, but here and 
there a number of fishermen 
had banded together and erectedg@ cluster of 
cabins convenient tothe oyster s. The 
cabins are now gone and their occupants un- 
accounted for with a few exceptions. Not a 
vestige of a house remains in the vicinity, 
and the shore gor miles is strewn with wrecks 
of luggers and other craft, while, lodged 
Among the debris, are to be seen the dead 
bodies of sailors who had been engaged in 
trade between the bayou and the city. 


FFERINGS OF SURVIVORS. 

The survivors are in a worse condition than 
those at Grand Isle and along the lower 
coast. Bayou Muscato is cut off from all 
communication With the city by the loss of 
all the sailing craft. There is no railroad 
running through the country. 

Since Sunday night those who were fortu- 
nate enough to escape the fury of 
the storm have  subsisted on what 
they could find in the deserted 
swamp, andas their supply of water gave 
out early Monday they were obliged to 
quench their thirst with water from the 
lake. 

The Relief Committee here have gone act- 
ively to work and not only is the entire State 
responding to the appeal for assistance, but 
the country is doing as well. 

Indianapolis, Boston, Terre Haute and 
other cities sent money to-day and others 
promise assistance. Supplies are flowing in 
from all sides and several boats have gone 
to-day and others will goon Monday to the 
Stricken sections, where rations for the hun- 
gry and shelterless will be provided, 

Ex-Gov. Warmouth to-day reached tue city 
from his plantation, which is one of the 
finest in the State, In reply toan inquiry he 
said that the graphic stories printec in the 
local pa vers and sent through the country had 
not been overdrawn, but on the contrary 
did not picture allthe misery of the situa- 
tion, There had not been a particle of exag- 
geration, he said. Mr. Warmouth’s place 
was badly damaged, but while that is a mis- 
fortune to him, itis a God send to many of 
the unfortunates who have been given work 
and who will find employment when the 
grinding begins. 

THE GOVERNOR’S ASSISTANCE. 

Gov. Foster also reached the city to-day. 
He came down to look Into the situation and 
to co-operate if necessary with the 
local relief committee in getting 
ald. After looking over the 
situation, he said that while the disaster 
was appalling and the distress evidently 
severe, the mere factthat the calamity was 
sO unparalleled has caused a charitable 
movementin aid ofthe grief-stricken ina 
way that every heart has been touched in 
sympathy for them.

Coroner Story. of Piaquemine Parish, 
reached the city to-day and said it was im- 
possible to picture the situation in his parish 
where the death list is solarge.

Alarge number of bodies 
bave already been thrown into trenches and 
covered up, but those still lying exposed to 
the hot sun are rapidly decomposing, adding 
further periltothe situation. It was to re- 
lieve this terrible condition that the Board of 
Health yesterday sent down the coast a large 
quantity of lime and disinfectants, which 
will be used for sanitary purposes. The 
board has dispatched a physician to the 
scene tosuperintend the distribution of the 
disinfectants and render any aid in his 
power. 

CHARITY AND THIEVERY. 

The distress is so great that the Board of 
Health yesterday concluded to send to simi- 
lar bodies in the leading cities of the coun- 
try an appeal for help, promising that Louis- 
jana will bury the dead and feed the starv- 
ing, but soliciting the assistance of the char- 
itable in getting the unfortunates, who 
have been well nigh ruined upon their feet 
again. Ever since Monday people have been 
arriving from different points at Chenſere. 
They represented they came uvona mission 
of relief and were received with open arms, 
but instead of coming to save they came to 
plunder, proceeding to ransack the ruins 
and little piles of belongings, which the sur- 
vivors had saved, without regard for the 
suffering they imposed thereby.

THE WEATHER.

Coast From the West Indies. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 7.—The Lake 
storm has disappeared north of the St. Law. 
rence River. A storm of great energy has ad- 
vanced from the north Pacific coast to the 
region north of Montana, The barometer is 
relatively high overthe Gulf and South At- 
jantie States, Tennessee and Kentucky. The 
temperature has risen 5 to 10 degrees in the 


central valleys and the Southwest and in 
Montana and has fallen 5 to 10 degrees over 
the eastern lake region and in the valley of 
the Red River ofthe North. Showers have been 
followed by clearing weather in the Middle 
Atiantic and New England States and the 
Eastern lake region, and light showers have 
occurred in the Northwest; elsewhere the 
weather has been generally fair. Fair 
weather is indicated forall districts, except 
the Northwestern States and the Florida 
Peninsula, where the weather will be gen- 
erally cloudy, with showers. A dispatch 
from Santiago de Cuba, dated midnight of 
the 6th, reported barometer at 29.81, light 
wind from the east and cloudy weather.

OYSTER. RAISERS. 


Planting, Watching, Gathering and Ship- 
ping Juicy Bivalves. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
New YorK, Oct. 5.—Among all the podbular 
brands of oysters none are better than Rock - 
aways. They are grown in Jamaica Bay, not 
an hour’sride from-thecity. Canarsie ex- 
tends from the town of Flatlands on the north 
to Rockaway Beach on the south, and from 
Gravesend and Flatlands on the west to the 
town ot Jamaica of the east. The only water 


entrance to the bay is through the Rockaway 
inlet, between the west point of Rockaway 
Beach and the east point of Manhattan Beach. 

To the east, west, north and south, pro 
truding high above the water, may be seen 
whatappearsto be young trees. To the 
uninitiated it appears as though a forest had 
sunk beneath the waters. The apparent 
trees are limbs of trees arranged in rows to 
mark the oyster beds or cultivating grounds. 

When the tide is out oysters planted on 
sand or mud bars are left bare. Some oysters 
are planted in deepchannelsand are never 
uncovered until taken up in tne fall. 

Oyster seeds, so called, which are small 
oysters, are purchased early in the spring at 
so much a bushel. They are loaded into 
sloops, carried to the planting ground and 
dumped overboard. They are raked over and 
spread about so as to leave plenty of room 
for each oyster to grow. As the summer ap- 
proaciies the bivalves are left to themselves. 
‘hey are not couched during the heated 
term. 


Not Yar rrom every oyster ved is a little 
house, in which a man lives the year round. 
One of the model oyster watch-houses in 
Jamaica Bay is that of Capt. John Daven- 
port. His place is on a little island, facing 
what is called the Pumpkin Patch, a 

ali tributary of the bay. The house, or 
“shanty’’ as it is called by the baymen, is a 
substantial frame building with a kitchen, 
dining and sitting room on the ground floor. 
The sleeping departments, with accommo. 
dations for eighteen men, are on the second 
floor. Charlie Davenport, a brother of the 
owner, is watchman. He spends year out 
and year in at the shanty. He is his own 
cook, ehambermaid and housekeeper. 

„Charlie“ is a unique charcter. He fs 
about 23 years old and rather short in 
stature. His eyes are biue, his hair black 
and his complexion as bronzed as an Indian. 
His hands are hard as steeland heavy as 
lead. Charlie“ has followed the bay fora 
living since he was a boy, and from rowing 
in all kinds of weather and against all tides 
has grown round-shouldered. 

After the oysters are planted ‘‘Chariie’’ is 
left alone inthe ‘‘shanty’’ for the summer, 
with no companions except an old dog named 
**Abe’’ and severalcats. The dog's bairwas 
once biack, but the hot sun has turned itto a 
bleached blonde. Ihe cats are coal black 
and live entirely on bay food. In his own 
quiet way Charlie“ enjoys himself as much 
asthe average man. With his gun, rod and 
reel and his little sailboat, ‘‘Jennie,’’ he se- 
cures enjoyment. The writer spent a 
week with Charlie atthe bay last summer, 
and it was everything but a dull week. After 
a quiet Sunday ‘‘Cnarile’’ awoke early on 
Monday morning. It did not take the bobs of 
the shanty long to wash his face and hands 
under the shed outside ihe building, make 
the fire and prepare breakfast. ‘The meal 
consisted of clam fritters, excellent coffee 
and nicely made biscuits. Break- 
fast dishes were cleaned and put away 
and the bronzed bayman got out the 
trols or weak and bluefish hooks. Then 
„Charlie“ and the writer got into the little 
boat and, raising the small sail, cast loose 
from the dock and soon were bounding over 
the bay towards Rockaway Inlet, five miles 
away. When in deep water the fishing lines 
were lowered over the side and the trolling 
began. After sailing for several hours seven 
small bluefish and three fairly good-sized 
weakfish were caucht. The boat was then 
headed for the ‘‘Pumpkin Patch.’’ On ar- 
riving there the fish were cleaned and 
* And ‘‘Chariie’’ knew how to cook 
them. 

The work of ‘‘tonging’’ oysters is very 
hard. As Capt. Davenport’s ground is under 
water, the men must use tongs. These 
implements areshaped very much like two 
oval-shaped rakes, placed together. The 
handles are about 18 feet long. At low water, 
which is the only time they can work, the men 
leave the ‘‘shanty,’’ one in each boat, and 
proceed to the beds. stationed over the 
cultivating ground, the n begin work. 
The littie oysters, hardly large enough to be 
seen when planted five months previously, 
have grown large and juicy. Each man is 
expected to nl his boat with oysters. He 
can work only one hour and a half. owing to 
the rising tide. The oysters are washed and 
placed ina large crate, through which the 
water flows, to await the loading of the 
sloop. The men rest until the tide goes 
out, five hours later, when they return to 
their work. At the end of the week the 
sioop is loaded with the oysters and pro- 
ceeds to New York where the bivaives are 
sold. From the marketmen the oysters go 
to the hotels and restaurants and are there 
eaten without being given a thought as to 
how many hands they have gone through be- 
fore being finally devoured,

ENGLISH FOSTAL SERVICE. 


A Statement of Its Enormous FPusiness 
ani Some of Its Curiosities. 
From the Pail Mall Budget. 

The thirty-ninth annual report of the Post- 
master General has been Issued as a Parlia- 
mentary paper. For the twelve months end- 
ing March 81 last, it Was estimated that no 
fewer than 1,790,500,000 letters were delivered 
by the post-office, being an increase of 1.3 
per cent, the average number to each 
person. Deing 46.6. in addition to this 
the total number of post cards 


was 244,400,000; book packets, circulars, etc., 
535,200,000; newspapers, 162,800,000, and par- 
cels, 62,870,000. ‘ihe number of jetters regis- 
tered was 12,132,144, an increase of 54,776, or 
ata rate of .45 percent. The number of reg - 
istered parcels was 448,283, an increase over 
the previous year of 67,238, or at the rate of 
17.65 per cent. Of the 2,782,900,000 letters,etc., 
delivered, about 86 per cent were delivered 
in England and Wales, 28.98 per cent being 
delivered in the London postal district alone, 
9.07 per cent in Scotland, and 56.93 per cent in 
Ireland. The number of post-offices has been 
increased during the year y 624, 
and the numberof public letter-boxes has 
been increased by 1,778. The total number 
of post-offices bas thus been raised to 
19,62, and the number of letter- boxes 
to 725,072. About 900 additional licenses 
to sell postage-stamps have been issued to 
tradesmen and others by the Inland Revenue 
Department. Upward or 6,00),000 letters 
were returned through the Dead Letter 
Office. Of these 318, 88 were reissued to cor- 
rected addresses, 5,565,609 were returned to 
the senders, 242,832 were returned unopened 
to the post-offices of foreign countries, and 
only $29,780 remained which could 
not be of. num- 
ber of undelivered registered letters 
and letters containing property dealt with 
was 208,978, or 1,766 more than ip 18v1-?, 
included 29,397 letters containing articles of 
sufficient value tobe compulsorily registered. 
About 62,000 letters were ted without any 
addresses, and of these 1, contained cash, 
bank notes, etc., of the value of over £5,000. 
The undelivered parcels contained the 
usual miscellany of articles, some of them of

WHY THEY FLOURISH, 
The reason for this latest and worst upris- 


ing of the most objectionabk J/eature of gam- 
bling that was ever tolerated in a civilized 
community is to be found in the prolongation 
of the local race meetings. Time was when 
the St. Louls Jockey Club was content to run 
a two- weeks’ meeting after the fashion of the 
leading Kentucky and Eastern racing asso- 
clations. This was in the day when horse- 
racing was yet a r pastime. 
Since the thoroughbred has degenerated into 
a mere gambling machine and racing asso- 
clations have taken to leasing out their 
privileges to men who are on 
the turf only for what money they can make 
out of it, race meetings are made to extend 
far beyond their natural limit.

PRAYERS AND CHOLERA. 


Mecca Pilgrims Who Ku⸗eled Never to 
Rise Again. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 
TRIPOLI, Syria, Sept. 2.—In 1899 over 30,000 
died of cholera in Mecca; in 1891-92 nearly as 
many. In 1892 cholera was carried to Russia 
in Asia, then to Europe and right to the very 
doors of New York. This year is an especially 
holy one, for the day of the offering of sacri- 
fices to God fell on Friday, June 25, and 
thousands of pilgrims went, 900 from Tpipolt 


alone. From time to time rumors came of 
hundreds of deaths from cholera the 
sufferings of those who survived, but no one 
suspected the truth, and it was only when 
20 survivors of the. 900 returned that we got 
the truth of the fearful death-rate of this 
latest epidemic. 

One in whom I have the fullest confidence 
told me this truthful story: We entered 
the city June 15. The sun was pitiless in its 
fearful heat, our shaven heads bare of any 
covering; the hot sand and stones biisterea 
our feet the day we compassed the Kaaba, 
The next day we drank from the well zem 
zem. ‘The water from this sacred well we 
consider a panacea for all the ills of lite. It 
is of a milky color, rather sulphurous in 
taste, and sometimes gives pain in the stom- 
ach. Hundreds; came up in single file. A 
man drew water in a brass bucket. The pil- 
grim took a drink, the balance was — 
over his head. It ran over his naked body, 
then back Into the well again. 

„A doctor examined the water and said 
it was full of comma bacillis, but no one be: 
lieved him. A few days after we arrived at 
Mecca, the pilgrims began to die of cholera, 
At first the number was small, but gradually 
increased, until the ninth day, June 24, 1,100 


led. 

On June 25, — day of the sacrifice, we 
went to the Valley of Muna. Along, deep 
trench was dug to receive the offal of the 
siain animals. I think there were nearly 
fifty thousand persons who participated in 
the ceremony. When we bowed our heads to 
the ground the first time and thea got to our 
feet 200 around me did not rise. They were 
smitten with cholera. At last it seemed that 
not one of that va:tjassembiy would survive, 
so fast were the mei falling. 

»The chief man, the leader in the prayers, 
cried with a loud voice, The Lord does not 
require us to remain any longer, 60 all you 
that intend to visit Medina go; those who are 
to return to Mecca, you go also,’ » 

hen there was a rush of people. They 
ran over the weak and fallen, fully expecting 
to fall in their tracks with the disease. 

Abe next day the authorities sent some to 
bury the dead, and they threw the bodies 
into the ditch along witn the remains of the 
dead animals and covered about one foot of 
soll over them. In many places parts of boa - 
jes were uncovered. The odor was go bad no 
one could enter the valley. The city was 
one vast hospital, and the dead bodies 
were carried out onto the plain and lef 
unburied. Allalong the road to Medina an 
Jeddah the dead were lying, festering in the 
sun, torn, mangled and eaten by wild. dogs 
and jackals. As the surviving pilgrims ar- 
rived in the vicinity of the quarantine sta‘ 
tion they were confined for fifteen 8. 
Those who could afford it had we those 
who could not slept in the open aif, Many 
whom the choleraspared died of starvation 
and exposure. 

It is a notorious fact that when the pil- 
grims enter Arabian territory the Turkish 

vernment gives itself no trouble in the 
matter. They may die by the thotsands, 
and those who survive may carry the dis- 
ease to the whole world for allthey will do 
to prevent it. 

An officer told me: The quarantine au- 
thoricies do not want the cholera mopped 
for an epidemic in Mecca gives them a chance 
to deciare quarantine in Turkish ports and

neat. The seratching of Stoneneli in the 
first race really added to the merit, for it left 
it a much more openaffair. Of those who 
ran, Wampezo was a decided favorite, but 
he ran a wretched race. Charmion was the 
best played of the lot, coming down from 8 
toito 8 to 1, but she too, failed, finishing a 
rather poor third. The winner, despite his 
iong price, carried quite a little stable money. 

The second race ent to the favorite, As- 
signee. A strong play on Patrician caused 
the bookmakers to lay us good as 9 to 5 
against him, while on his recent races even 
morey would have been considered nearer 
the proper figure. He won by half a length, 
yet had Taral kept him to his work when 
Patrician dropped back beaten in placeof 
letting up on him and then riding him hard 
to stave off Drum Major’s challenge in the 
last fifty yards, he might have won easy.

TWO IMMORTAL SONGS.

How “‘Annie Lacrie’’ and John Ander 
son, My Jo, John, Were Written.

MonIAvie, Scotland, Sept. 28.— Two of the 
most fadeless songs of human affection were 
written by Scotchmen in the feighteenth 
century. These are ‘‘John Anderson, My Jo, 
John,’’ and ‘‘Annie Laurie.’’ Both were 
written near the banks of the songful Nith in 
Dumfriesshire. Both were written by almost 
strangersto their temporary environment. 
Both were written as true peans of joy out of 


almost inexpressible human happiness. And 
both gained their deathlessness from their 
directness, brevity and simplicity, which 
ever most powerfully appeal to the universal 
human heart. 

Robert Burns wrote ‘‘John Anderson, My 
Jo, John,“ from a hint he recefved out of the 
old doggerel rhyme upon one Anderson, the 
town piper of ancient Kelso, preserved in 
Bishop Percy’s old manuscript of about 1560. 
The first two lines of the rhyme were: 

„John Anderson, my Jo, John, cum in as ze gae by, 
And ze shall getasheep’s heid weel baken ina pye;’ 

but its matchless picture and lesson of 
changeless connubial affection and loyalty 
was the legitimate outgrowth of his own 
noble and contented life with ‘‘bonnie Jean’’ 
onthe Ellisland farm, shortly after Burns’ 
removal from Ayrshire, beside the river 
Nith, about eight miles above the city of 
Dumfries. The few years passed by the bard 
and his family here were yearsof unalloyed 
happiness and content; and this poem, 
written in 1789, is the clearest, Sweetest note 
to reach us out of the brief Eden ofthat 
idyllic time. 

*‘Annie Laurie’’ was written a little more 
than half a century earlier, in Maxwelitown, 
in Nithsdale, by Wm. Douglas, toa real flesh 
and blood Annie Laurie, on the occasion of 
his departure from Maxwelltown, after a 
period of stealthy trysting and wooing, which 
left theAnnie Laurie of the song his betrothed, 
This Wiliam Douglass, who wrote no other 
immortal lines, was a native of Fingland, a 
wild little district of the parish of Cars- 
phairn, in the northern part of the adjoin- 
ing shire, or stewartry, of Kirkcudbright. 
There is little known of his people. However, 
through his native talents he became 
cadet to the noble Queensbury fam- 
lly, and their patronage and sup- 
port gained for him the position 
and association of a gentleman of 
rank. Atan Edinburgh ball he met and be- 
came enamored with Annie Laurie, daughter 
of Sir Robert Laurie, baronet, of Maxwell- 
town. She was born at the ola manor house 
of the latter place in 1682. Sir Robert, not 
fancying the prospects of young Douglas asa 
dependent of the Queensbury family,and no- 
tleing that the love affair between him and 
Annie was becoming serious, suddenly left 
Edinburgh and returned with his family to 
Maxwelltown in Nithsdale, hoping thus to 
separate the loversandend an unfortunate 
attachment. 

Had everthing gone to the liking of the bar- 
onet, the world would have missed the sweet 
old song. Douglas shortly learned of the 
whereabouts of his inamorita and promptly 
followed. He remained. secretly at Maxwell- 
town for months, and the love-making went 
on famously betimes among the giens, braes, 
woods and shadowy ruins with which the 
locality abounds, Douglas possessed Jacobite 
affiliation, and rumors suddenly coming 
fromthe North of an impending Stuart up- 
rising, he hastened to Edinburgh to be near 
the scene of action. But before quiting the 
side of his Nithsdale love, he secured her 
promise true. In the elationof joy upon 
this achievement he wrote, and left with his 
betrothedthe immortal lines, as imperish- 
able asany that Robert Burns ever left to 
Scotland and the world, beginning: 


Maxwelitown’s braes are bonalie, 
Where early fa’s the dew; 
And t’was there that Annie Laurie 
(ried me her promise true; 
Gied m2her promise true 
That ne’er forgot wad be; 
And for bonnie Annie Laufie, 
I'd lay me doon and dee! 


But, save in reminiscence, it was not to 
happek that ‘‘her promise true ne’er forgot 
wad be;’’ and William Douglas declined to 
e down and dee“ on account of Annie 
Laurie or any other Scottish lady fair. Doug- 
las’ adherence tothe Stuart cause brought 
him under the ban of the authorities, and he 
was soon compelled to escape to France, 
where he remained in exile for a few 
years, until he could secure, through the 

owerful Queensbury family, his pardon 
romthe Government. There is no proof 
that either ‘‘jilted’’ the other. Perhaps 
Annie Laurie was as canny as her father, 
Sir Robert, who was a staunch Jacobite 
hater, Perhaps Douglas found interesting 
temporary attachments in Paris. Perhaps 
each unconsciously drifted away from the 
other through the deadly political and 
religious rancor ofthe time. It is doubtful 
if Annie Laurie ever received an- 
other missive from der impassioned 
poet lover after the one containing the 
ballad, which must ever preserve the mem 
ory of both. And it is certain thatthe pair 
never again met after the sadly blissful part- 
ing which gave birth to this sweetest and 
tenderest of songs. It is said that it was first 
given to the public by Lady John Scott, sister 
of the late Duke of Buccleugh, who slightly 
rearranged the words and the music, and 
who secured their publication for the benefit 
of some charity in behalf of widows and or- 
phans of the Crimean war, but there is no 
substantial proof that the words and the tune 
are DOW precisely as they came from the soul 
and the pen of the ardent Jacobite lover. 


The portraits of Annie Laurie, preserved at 
Craigdarroch and Mansfield, seats of her de- 
scendants, show her to have been a woman 
of slender physique, with a pecullarly slight 
and willowy figure, Upon this was set a 
head whose profile is as markedly classic as 
ever was shown upon ancient carving or 
modern coin. The neck was long with that 
graceful swelling from breast to throat so 
loved of the artists; the chin was almost 
sharp though roundly pointed; theflips though 
closed, were beautifully rounded, full and 
widely parted at their edges; the nose, and 
the archings from its bridge, strong, full and 
as exquisitely molded as the most refined 
Grecian type; the forehead high, wide and 
straight from the nose-tip; and the eyes 
large, full and tender; while this remarkable 
face and head were crowned dy a mass of 
wavy, golden-brown hair. With all her im- 
pressive beauty she seems to have been a 
most commenplace personage, and while 
capable of awakening sudden and mighty 
flames in the breasts of ordinary Scottish foik 
as well as poets, to have been herself 
devoid of any of those men- 
tal or spiritual qualities . of 
elevating her characterto the realm of ro- 
mance or heroism. She is knownto have 
placidly enjoyed, as many young women now 
do before entering matrimony, à very great 
number of love affairs; allof which seem to 
have been turgid and rampant on the part of 
her male admirers, and received and be- 
nignantly tolerated on her own, her prom- 
ise true’’ evidently having n rather 
widely distributed in Southwestern Scotland; 
until warned by advancing years she became 
the wifeofaman with no more poetry in 
him than a kKail-yara wall, but with broad 
acres and plenty or ‘‘siler,"’ Alexander Fer- 
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on this earth, the stability of human life is, 
by all odds, the most uncertain. Mortality 
statistics show that an astonishingly large 
percentage Of persons die deaths of violence 
or practically, as the Westerners graphically 
put it,‘‘with their boots on. Nor is the rea- 
son for this hard to find. The development 
of science and of civilization has undoubtedly 
brought in its train ever increasing and 
multiplying dangers to life and limb. The 
very inventions which have brought men 
into closer relationship by annihilating space 
and minimizing distances become only too 
frequently the engines of death. The manu- 
facture of recently discovered chemical com- 
pounds, the telegraph, the railroads, the 
erection af immense structures, each claim 
dally, if not hourly, their list of victims. 
Nature herself furnishes the means for the 
destruction of many, lives in the form of 
floods, hurricanes, droughts, cyclones, vol- 
canoes, earthquakes, etc, Poisonous insects 
and reptiles and savage beasts still exist, 
though they are rapidly becoming extermi- 
nated or transformed into domestic animals. 
Periodic plagues and pestilences still occa- 
sionally sweep through the breadth of the 
land leaving a train of dead in their wake. 
Soldiers and sailors are supposed to lead 
specially hazardous lives, though skeptics 
declare, and not entirely without reason, 
that the rate of mortality among 
these classes is surprisingly low and that the 
great portion of those so engaged live to a 
ripe old age compared with the average span 
of life enjoyed by their fellow-beings who 
battle only for fortune. It is, however, with

A opium eater, writing on the subject of 


the habit in the Pali Mali Budget, says: 

Opium fs a direful taskmaster to the man 
who permits himself to become a slave to it, 
but, like most other evil things, it is not 
without its good side. Taken in small doses, 
iu is nothing More than a mild stimulant, 
enabling a man to work hard and long with- 
out deleterious effects. It does not lead to 


deliriam and acts of violence. Neither 
does it lead to liver complaint and 
testy temper. It is consumed in the 
remote East by people of all classes and all 
conditions, and Dr, Lisboa, a physician of 
exceptionally long experience among all 
classes of Indian society, adduc as proof 
of the assertion that its consumption is not 
invariably attended with mental degenera- 
tion and physical decay, the fact that some of 
the most active merchants and brokers of 
India and China—men whose lives are marked 
by incessant toil and mental activity—have 
been using the drug for, in some instances, 
forty years, without exbibiting or feeling any 
illeffects. The great danger of eating comes in 
with the craving sometimes felt for a quick 
repetition and an intensification of the sens- 
ations, and the necessity of continually in- 
creasing the dose ip order to induce these 
sensations. This results occasionally, no 
doubt, from the loss of will force consequent 
upon the use of opium, but, as arule, we 
should say it comes from an inherent laxity 
of moral fibre inthe consumer himself. That 
a man is not bound to kill himself outright, 
or by degrees, is the lesson taught 
by every-day experience in our Indian de- 
pendency, and in every. other country or 
place where opiumis consumed. It is to be 
remembered that the Chinese, the most in- 
veterate of all opium-eaters, are a nation of 
hard workers, whocan endure fatigue much 
more easily than the most hardy Europeans, 
We do not, and fio not desire to, pose as 
apologists for the use of opium; but it Is well 
to eee even the devil his due, and 
for Englishmen to pitch into the poor 
savage for chewirg opium to forget bis 
miseries reminds us, in the face of our tre- 
mendous yearly drink bill, of James I,’s 
caution to dwellers in glass houses against 
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ammunition 
are naturally expected to work 
far greater destruction than those 
formerly employed and it is doubtful ifthe 
improvements inthe art of defense have kept 
pace with those of aggression. The soldier’s 
lot will in any case hardly be a happy one. 
Even a policeman sometimes gets in the way 
of a bullet or knife. 

A comparatively few years ago there were 
but few specially hazardous occupations 
in existence. Of late these have been greatly 
increased, and many are the avocations pur- 
sued by thousands of men who, in all truth, 
take their lives in their hands as 
they follow the means by which they 
earn their daily bread. Contractors, car- 
penters, builders and the thousand and one 
artisans employed upon the mammoth 
structures being erected on every hand, have 
no assurance of safety to life and limb as they 
walk the frail scaffoldinga bundred and 
more feet from the pavements below. Roof- 
ers and tinmen, engaged sometimes upon 
perilously steep inclines, have no cinch upon 
again reachipg the ground in security. 

Railroads work destruction in sev · 
eral ways. Collisions probably claim the 

reatest number of victims. Level cross- 

ngs, the carelessness or ignorance of 
edestrians have their share. Train robbers 
ave recently added to the string. Wash- 
outs, spread rails, insecure bridges and 100 
other like circumstances are prolific causes. 

The life of a fire-fighter, a position so much 
sought after that applications in excess of 
vacancies are always on file, is one of con- 
stant danger. The terrible holocaust at the 
World's Fair in Chicago is sufficiently 
recent in the minds of the public 
to serve as an example without 
répetition. The form in which death 
is constantly near a fireman is probably the 
most horrible of any attached to the more 
commonly followed employments, and still 
those so engaged are apparently as free from 
any care and sense of danger as a clerk in a 
store, and will jump to face the grim enemy 
with a jest and a smile. 

Electricity has to answer for the premature 
snufing out of many lives. Who but has 
seen the linemen, the telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric Nght wirs stringere, 
who climb the high poles with 
almost the same ease as they walk on the 
surface of the — gp Though his fingers 
be benumbed by frost or the sun beat down 
with overpowering flerceness, upamong the 
slender wires he must go, only to face still 
another and greater danger—the dread live 
wires, to touch which means death. 


The est of the more eommonly followed 
avocationsin which death lurks, could be 
multiplied almost indefinitely. The miner 
sees it -peeping at him from the 
grim recesses in which he labors. The 
quarryman turns his back on the ignited 
fuse often too slowly to escape the pre- 
mature explosion.

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OF SPAIN’S BRUTAL SPORT.

Tes, I have been to see a bull - ght; and 
will never willingly gee another, I have 
seen horses gored until their bowels gushed 
out and hung down to the earth, and, in 
this condition, remounted by the picador, 
and with the brutal use of his spurs, and by 
means of whips in the hands of men behind, 
urged again to face the tormented bull. 
These poor horses, resembling in style ana 
gauntness, those of the hucksters who vend 
spoiled fish and stale vegetables, have their 
eyes bandaged, and sometimes their ears 
tied up with strings—the senses of sight and 
hearing being denied them—and are thus 
more at the mercy of the merciless rider. 
Sometimes, when a protrusion of intestines 
occurs, the mass is cut off, and the bole in 
the abdomen plugged up with rags or cloths; 
and again the beast is rushed forward at the 
bull, 

To the uninitiated it is the most absolutely 
cruel and revolting spectacle that can de 
imagined, I have seen 16,000 human beings 
standing in their places and shouting, hoot- 
ing, clapping and cheering, as these <differ- 
ent feats of cruelty were performed, and 
finally have seen the victorious butcher car- 
ried triumphant on the shoulders of a yell- 
ing crowd, while hats, canes, baskets of 
fruit, turkeys, chickens, cakes and candles, 
were thrown at his feet as marks of approval 
and admiration. 

Let me speak of this spectacle a little care- 
fully in detail, for those who have never seen 
the corridas de toros. I have taken notes 
upon the spot that the description may be as 
accurate as possible, I saw the spectacle at 
Seville, Spain, on Saturday (not Sunday, as 
usual), June 24, which happenedto be the 
Feast af St. John, and was therefore cele- 
brated by a bull fight. These sacrifices of 
animals, and sometimes of men, are always 
made upon holy days as appropriate celebra- 
tions. As we in America have our opera 
season, 60,in Spain, they have their bull 
fight seasons, the best performances being 
given elther in Seville or Madrid. Theam- 
phitheater of Seville is built of stone, as the 
old Roman structures, without roof, and can 
accommodate 16,000 persons. 

Stepping from seat to seat, and from tier to 
tier, were vendors of a variety of refresh- 
ments, announcing their business with loud 
and peculiar intonations. The cries of 
water, cold shrimp,’’ ‘‘cakes,’’ ‘‘can- 
dies,“ **segars’’ and ‘‘lottery tickets’’ re- 
sounded on all sides. The chief drink is water, 
carried in antique - looking earthenware jugs, 
slung over one shoulder of the vendor, while 
from the other, suspended by a broad strap, 
ina glass box containing sugar prepared 
in a peculiar way. It looks like a bit 
of white pumice, is very porous, and 
a bout the size of a breakfast roll: One Ut 
these is put into a tumbler, the water poured 
thereon and perhapsa few drops of anise 
tincture addea. There is no ice, but the 
water is moderately cool (to an American), 
by reason of the clay jugs in which it is kept, 
and which are frequently replenished. Span- 
ish soldiers, with their gay uniforms and 
picturesque-looking hats, and’ fully armed, 
are arranged about six abreast, from the top 
to the bottom row of seats, at equal dis- 
tances around the arena, looking like bright 
streaks of color through a kaleidoscopic con- 
fusion of other hues. Among the audience 
the men are generally clothed in gray or 
dars colored stuffs. 
But the Spanish women! They deserve 
notice; with their black eyes, fringea with 
long lashes; their raven hair, tied in a grace- 
Jul manner on the top of the head, their red 
lips and their vivacious manner, they are, to 
say the least, interesting. In shape and 
carriage they are now equal to our American 
women. Wrappedin embroidered suawis, 
ofmany and bright colors, with a single 
bright flower onthe top of the head, and 
with their veils of Spanish lace falling 
gracefully around their cheeks, they remind 
one of the cid Spanish pictures. These 
richly embroidered shawls are considered to 
be the jewelry of the Spanish women. They 
are ofall colors, with fringe from one to 
three feet in length. 
The first intimation ofthe actual business 
of the day is the sprinkling or thorough wet- 
ting ot the arena. In the center ls a water 
plug, attached to whichisa short and very 
flexible pipe. The water is turned on, and, 
by skilful manipulation, the water is thrown 
with the utmost precision in concentric cir. 
cles until the whole surface is thoroughiy 
wet. Then the trumpets blare, tie gates op- 
posite the Governor’s box are opened, and 
two mounted knights, with short blue 
capes and with ostrich plumes waving 
in their hats, gallop forward to the 
‘*magister,’’ and there, uncovered, go 
through a set form of words, asking permis- 
sion to carry onthe entertainment and re- 
questing the key to open the bull-pen. Con- 
sent, of course, is given. The warriors re- 
turn to their point of entrance, where they 
station themselves. Then the drums beat, 
the horns sound, the people become rather 
quiet, the gates are again opened, and a 
cavalcade, dressed in gayly colored velvets 
and glittering with spangles, with ribbons 
fluttering and plumes waviag, enter the 
arena. 
In this instance six bulls ar to be killed by 
three matadores. These maestroes, attired 
in short, richly embroidered velvet jackets 
with breeches oe pa A ornamented, anc 
white stockings tied at the knee with parti 
colored ribbons, marched between the two 
knights aforesaid, Next came the bandertl- 
leros, each with a kind of cloak hung over 
his left arm. With these they entice the bull 
away when the infuriated animal is about to 
gore a horse or an unhorsed rider, by flaunt- 
ing the colored cloaks before his eyes. These 
men have another office of persecution to 
fulfllata later stage of this game of tor- 
ment. There are six or eight of these gen- 
tlemen, also gayly caparisoned in blue and 
aoe velvet, wearing black cocked hats. 
ehind these rode the picadores. The miser- 
able quality of the horses these wretches 
ride I have already alluded to. Each man, 
however, has his legs thoroughly protected, 
wears a sombrero and carries a lance. These 
picadores are a low-down set, not much es- 
The rear of the procession was 
brought up by three gayly caparisoned 
mules abreast, ornamented with tink- 
for the purpose of drag: 
ging the immolated beasts from the field. 


The procession—and it was a singular one for

After a certain time, probably half an 
hour, the trumpets prociaim that the 

icadores have had, or ought to have had, 

heir share of the excellent sport and must 
retire. The unsiaughtered horses that re- 
main are ridden, limping and shivering, and 
beaten out of the arena, leaving a certain 
number of dead upon the fleld. 

The more horses that are killed and the 
more men injured, the more entertaining 
and successful is the. spectacle supposed to 
be. The banderilleros and the matadores 
remain to finish the performance, The 
former take in each hand a banderilla. 
These are round bits of stick covered with 
curled and colored tissue-paper, having 
sharp, barbed bits of steel fixed in the end. 
By actual measurement (I have one that was 
used in the scene I am endeavoring 
to Cescribe), — are about 22 
feet in length, the steel barb being 1% inches 
long. The men who use them must be very 
agile, quick of Sight, and strong of arm. 
They stand a short distance in front of the 
head of the poor beast, stretch out their 
arms parallel with each other, and point the 
darts directly towards him as he comes 
towards them, with bended head; they 
spring forward and drive these barbed ar- 
rows into his forequarters, one on either side 
ofthe spinal column. The cat-like activity 
of some of these fellows is very remarkable. 

The method of implanting the bdanderilla 
requires close quarters; and, as it is stuck 
deep down into the flesh, the distance be- 
tween the points of the bull’s horns and the 
body of the wan can be measured by very 
few inches. The animal throws up its head, 
makes a bound, Dellows with pain and lashes 
himself with his tall. By this time, however, 
he is pretty well blown, and it requires three 
pairs of these torturing barbs, sometimes 
with firecrackers attached to them, to rouse 
him to further demonstrations. 

This finishes the third act; the denouement 
is now at hand. 

The matador, capin hand, approaches the 
Governor’s box and makes a routine speech 
to that official, in which he declares that he 
is ready to slay the bull in the most approved 
fashion forthe glory of Spain and the honor 
of Seville. Then, as he turns from the 
gubernatorial presence, with a dexterous 
movement he throws his hat behind him into 
the boxes, and takes In his left hand a bright 
piece of scarlet cloth, three or four feet long, 
affixed to a stick; and in his right hand along 
and sharp Toledo sword, 

As he approaches the doomed beast, which 
now stands somewhat exhausted and at bay, 
bleeding from both shoulders and panting 
from previous pain and affright, the maestro 
covers the blade of the sword with the ver- 
million colored flag and, witha slightly wav- 
ing motion, gradually approaches the bull. 
The beast, with lowered head, makes a rush 
at the flag, but often does not expose the 
right point for the matador, who, rapidiy 
waving the flag overhead, springs aside and 
avoids the collision. 

a andagainthe same method is pur- 
sued, when, as the right 8 of the body of 
the beast is en evidence, the matador, taking 
rapid aim, and with great strength of wrist, 
peenees the swordits entire length into the 

y of the animal, which, if the workis prop- 

erly done, drops instantly to earth. If death 
comes not at the first thrust, the sword is left 
stickingin the body of the r brute as it 
tearstothe other side of the arena hoping to 
avoid further persecution, Sometimes he 
whirls round and round and falls, blood pour- 
ing in streams from his nostrils and mouth. 
4s soon as he drops an attendant in a blue 

louse springs forward, and with remarkable 
skill, drives a short, sharp-bladed knife be- 
hind the horns, which immediately puts an 
end to further misery. Tho work, however 
is considered as not dexterously perform 
if there is much bleeding from the nostrils 
and mouth. The distinguished matadors kill 
their animals with one thrust and without 
external hemorrhage. 

Thus fuished one of the most cruel, bloody, 
rovolting and merciless scenes I have ever 
witnessed. I came away feeling both ex- 
cited and shocked. Iam both sorry and glad 
that I witnessed it. It is both a wonder and 
a disgrace.

Ina recent article on bullaing and loan 
associations, published inthe SunpDaY Post- 
DISPATCH, a number of points in the Mis- 


sour! Building Association laws were 
pointed out which admitted of such liberal 
interpretation that they were aimost use- 
less for the purpose for which they were in- 
tended. here was one section of 
the law in particular which, if 
taken literally and practiced by the 
association with regard to the withdrawing 
shareholders would work a great hardship to 
them. This law provides that not more than 
halfthe fundsin the treasury ofa building 
association shall be devoted to the payment 
of withdrawing shares. This would plaee 
the associations who had borrowed ina po- 
sition where under the law they could refuse 
to pay off withdrawing shareholders until 
the loans the association had made were first 
paid off. The question is one of 
great interest at the present time. 

Mr. A. A. B. Woerheide, who is secretary of 
several associations and who has been quite 
prominent in real estate circles for some 
years, takes a different view of that portion 
of the building association law referred to. 
Mr. Woerheide when interviewed on the sub- 
ject by a Post-DispatcH reporter said: 

‘*Bullding and loan associations are not 
recent inventions, norare they a novel form 
of co-operative enterprise, even inthis city, 
or within this State, as some seem to think. 
The theory of their operation has become 
well understood, and witha due regara to 
the principles which long experience has 
demonstrated to be correct, thelr success as 
business enterprises is more certainly 
assured than is true in the case of any other 
form of commercial enterprise. 

»The utility ofthese associations and the 
great benefits that have resulted from their 
operations is admitted; indeed, is apparent 
to allin the material progress of the city vis- 
ible on every side. The indirect benefit re- 
sulting from these associations in the infiu- 
ence they undoubtedly exert in the direction 
of encouraging habits of thrift and right liv- 
ingisnoless important than the material 
good they have accomplished, although it is 
not so often observed. 

It is unfortunate, therefore, that events 
of recent occurrence in this city should have 
been so used by uninformed persons as to 
create suspicion against the — cheb end 
stability of this system of co-operative insti- 
tutions. 

**Accidentai and really unusual conditions 
existing in particular companies have been 
magnified till they are made to appear as es- 
sential detects, inhereat of necessity in the 
system, and as the result, no doubt some peo- 
pie have been induced to withdraw their 
money from bullding associations, who have 
invited the loss of their funds by investing 
them in hazardous enterprises that do not at 
= nappen to be objects of public atten- 

on. 

It is a fact admitted by all, that there is 

a large class of person’, possedsed of some 
means, who are destitute of any skill what- 
ever to select investments for these funds. 
Wage workers constitutea large portion of 
this Class. Among these people moreover 
the opportunity for investment is limited be- 
cause of the small capital at their command 
and the rate of interest they 
may earn is much less than oth- 
ers __of larger resources may 
command, sothat the accumulation of capt 
tal by them is slow. To such persons buiid- 
ing associations are desideratum. Not 
only do they offer oppoktunity for investment 
at increased interest, but they permit such 
investment in the smallest sums in an en- 
tirely secure manner, provided reasonable 
skill and prudence are shown by the man- 
agers of the association. 
It is true in this case, as in every other, 
that good judgment and business prudence 
are essential to secure good results. Ifthe 
general average of business skill and care ex- 
ercised hy managers of building associations 
is not above that of unskilled rsons, there 
is presented a case of the Diind leading the 
halt, anda fall may be certal redicted. 

Ahe career of building associations in this 
city inthe past amply attests the fact that 
the management of these associations has 
been of a very high order of skill.

„Many secretaries,’’ he continued, are in 
the habit of carrying the amounts due with- 
drawals in the bills payable’ or due mem- 
bers’ accounts, hence the sum given above 
as ‘due withdrawals’ is only a very small 
part of what should appear. Again, quite a 
number of statements do not show salaries 
and other expenses separate from interest 
and discount, making it dificult to form an 
opinion as to whether the management has 
been economical or extravagant. This is 
all wrong and should not be tolerated in the 
formulating of financial statements, which 
should be so clear and concise that the most 
illiterate shareholder can tell just how his 
association stands and bow much his stock 
is worth. Had the shareholders in Bogard’s 
Western Union Associations known that ex- 
penses were from 15 to 17 per cent of gross re- 
ceipts they would have called a halt on such 
extravagance long since and their stock 
would have been much more valuable than 
it is now. 

„Our associations are in the main sound and 
prosperous, and, while it is true that in 
many instances the expenses of the manage- 
ment are much too large, the savings of 
members in these institutions have, as a 
rule, paid better than when invested any- 
where else. With 220 associations, we have 
never hada downright failure, if we except 
Mrs. Blood’s ‘snide’ concern, the Common 
Sense,’ which was never a real building asso- 
clation. Admitting then that tue bulld- 
ing and loan system is not perfect, 
and that individual officers and 
managers have not always been wise or 
even honest, where can such another record. 
be found? With loans or real estate of $25,- 
510,546, representing not less than 12,750 
homes, already acquired and being paid 
for on easy monthly installments, most of 
which could never bave been obtained in 
any other way; with more than 30,000 mem- 
bers who are not borrowers, laying aside 
each month a stated amount for ‘‘rainy 
days or future homes, surely the bulld- 
ing and loan association plan has, with 
all its faults, accomplished wonders in our 
midst. 

“You will often hear it said that we have 
‘too many building associations,’ and 
to some extent this is true, but would 
not be.if expenses were limited to a just 
proportion of income; but this is not al- 
ways the case, and therefore we have too 
many small associations. There never can 
be too many strong and well-managed 
associations, for each one organized 
simply represents just so many more 
people who have commenced to save 
a part of their earnings that had very likely 
been wasted heretofore. That money de- 
8 in these associations shall be pro- 
uctive it must be kept loaned out, and 
oftentimes many monthsin advance of re- 
ceipts. Therefore it is most unreasonable 
to expect any dullding association to always 
be able to pay withdrawals promptly upon 
thirty days’ notice. Uspecially is this true 
at present, when the number of withdrawals 
is much larger than usual on account of 
— depression and scarcity of employ- 
ent. 

The law very wisely anticipated just such 
emergencies, for it provides that not more 
than one-half of the unloaned funds shall at 
anz time be applied to payment of with. 
drawals without the consent of the directors 
so if an association has loaned in advance of 
receipts, as nearly alldo, there is acetually 
no fund in hand to pay withdrawals, which

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MISSOURI POLITICS. | 
The Crop ef Candidates for the Senson 
ot 1804! 

Although the next election in this State is a 
year off, in st. Louis the candidates are belug 
suggested for tre various offices. On the 
State ticket only three of the officers are 
elected at large. These area Judge of the 
Supreme Court, Superintendent of Public 
Schools and Railroad Commissioner. It is 
said that Judge Black of the Supreme Court, 
who is the outgoing Judge, will not be a can- 
didate for re-election. Judge Ramsey of 
Maryville, Judge Hall of st. Joseph—ex- 
Judges of the Court of Appeals—and Judge 
Stratton of Nevada, who was a prominent 
caddidate in 1890 for the nomination, are 
spoken of as Democratic candidates. Judge 
Shirk, now of st. Louis, cennected with the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, may be the Re- 
publican nominee as he wus in 1892 when 
with the Populist vote to ald him, he came 
within a few hundred votes of an election. 

L. E. Wolfe, Superintendent of Schools, 
will look for a re-nominatton from his party. 
Already there gre several applicants for the 
position, among them two ex-assistant su- 
perintendents. 

The office of Rallroad Commrssioner, which 

will be vacant by reasop of the expiration of 
Commissioner Hennesy’s term, will have the 
usual two dozen or more applicants. Mr, 
Hennesy is a candidate for re-election. 
Williams, Pulaski County, who says he was 
euchered out of the nomination in 1892, will 
be a candidate. 
For Congress in the St, Louis Northern Dis- 
trict John J. O’Neill wil) likely be in the 
race. O’Neill Ryan has already been named 
as in the race. In the middle district the 
nomination will not be as much one-sided as 
the last tima. There are several spoken of 
to succeed Mr. Copb. In the lower district, 
now that J. C. McGinnis is not in the way, 
Barthold’s nomination may be taken as very 
A Democratic'nomination in this 
district on any issue is a forlorn hopeand 
none are anxious to accept it. 

In St. Louis, four State Senators will be 
elected in 1894, to succeed Dockery, Stone ana 
Espenscheid and McGinnis, deceased. White 
the next Legislature does not elect a United 
States Senator, the seventeen Senators repre- 
senting even number districts elected in 1894 
and hold over, will havea wie in his election 
in 1897. 

General indifference as to whom will make 
up the fifteen wall flowers usually elected 
from St. Louis to the lower house of the leg- 
islature prevails. 

Three Circuit Judges, a Probate Judge ana 
the Judge of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion are elected in St. Louis in 19894. Acircuit 
Judge in st. Louis receives $1,000 a year salary 
more than a Supreme Court Judge. The in- 
come ofthe St. Louis Probate Judge is not 
less than $15,000a year, this after paying all 
expenses of running the court and office. 
Judge J. A. Harrison, who occupied the 
bench of No. 3 during Judge Withrow’s m- 
ness will likely be one of the Democratic nom- 
inees. Judge Upton Young, Judge W. Hough 
and Judge W. C. Jones are spoken of as 
strong and available candidates by Demo- 
crats. Judges Klein, Withrow and Fisher, 
the outgoing Judges, will likely be re-nomi- 
nated by their party. Judge Withrow may 
deciine torunagain. Judge Woerner, should 
he bea candidate, will Lave noopposition 
forthe Democratic nomination. Should he 
not be a candidate Judge Lubke will look for 
the nomination. Judge Claiborne desires to 
succeed himself as Judge or the Three C's. 
Judge Noonan, who served in the position, is 
said not to be averse 10 going back if called 
upon to do so. Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes 
is in the line of promotion four this office and 
may be a candidate for the position. 

For the office of Sheriff, in additionto Philip 
Zepp for the position; Harry Guinzberg is 
mentioned, as is also John J. O’Brien, the 
President of the Board of Assessors, who is 
looked upon as an available and strong can- 
didate, should he lose his present office, 
For Coroner the only Democrat so far men- 
tioned is Dr, E. Y. Meyer,who was Dr. Lutz“s 
candidate for the place before the last con- 
vention and falled of a nomination. As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Thomas Estep 
will probably secure a renommation from 
the Democrats. Or. Frank will try to get 
the nomination again from his wingof the 
Republican party for Coroner, Representa- 
tive John A. Gernez, should he conclude not 
to run for the senate, for which he has al- 
ready announced himself, will look for Judge 
ofthe Court of Criminal Correction or for 
Prosecuting or Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney ofthe court. For SLeriſf, John McFall Is 
favored by many Republicans. 

The term of the Recorder of Deeds expires 
in 1894. The Democratsare already looking 
for a candidate who can defeat Recorder 
Hobbs, should he receive the nomination of 
his party for the third time. 

The clerks in St. Louls who go out and 
whose successors are elected in the general 
election of 1894 are: Zepp» Circuit Clerk ; Pat- 
tison, Clerk Criminal Court, and Kennefick, 
Clerk of Criminal Court of Court of Correc- 
tion. For Zepp’s position Sheriff Stead, who 
cannot run again for Sheriff, bas already 
been discussed, 

In lieu of the fourteen justices of the peace 
and fourteen constables hitherto elected in 
St. Louis there will be elected at the general 
election of 1894 nine district Judges possess- 
ing the same qualifications and jurisdiction 
as the present justices of the peace. Each 
judge is elected in his own district. The Cir- 
cuit Court divides the city into nine districts. 
Each district judge appoints the constable 
and clerk of his own court. This election of 
district judges will give unusual interest to 
the local election and help to bring out a full 
vote. The compensation of a judge of one 
of these courts is more than thut of the cir- 
cult judge in twenty-five circuits of this 
State. Theconstable makes more than the 
sheriff of one-half the counties. The pos! 
tion of clerk is about the softest thing con- 
nected with office-hulding in St. Louis, with

THORNTON MURDER. 


John E. McGrath Talks About the 
Alaskan Missionary’s Killing. 


AWFUL EFFECTS OF DRINK AMONG THE 
MAHLEMUTES. 


The Population of An Entire Island Blot- 
ted Out In Consequence of a Debauch— 
Thornton Was a Protege of William T. 
Harris, Formerly Superintendent of 
the St. Louis Schools. 


Harrison R. Thornton, the young mission- 
ary who was murdered by Mahlemute In- 
dians at Cape Prince of Walesas announced 
by telegraph, via San Francisco, last 
Wednesday, was a protege and ap- 
pointee of William T. Harris, 
formerly Superintendent of Public 
Schools in this city and now at the head of the 
United States Bureau of Education which has 
established missions in Alaskan territory. 
Thornton came ofanold and excellent Vir- 
ginian family and was a nephew of Judge 
Thornton of the California Supreme Court 
and a brother of W. H. Thornton, President 
ofthe University of Virginia. The news ot 
his death was probably brought 
down to Onnalaska by the 
whaling fleet and thence to San Francisco by 
the United States revenue cutter Ranger. It 
came from Thornton's young wife, who 
wrote that she had only saved her own lite 
by seeking the protection of friendly In- 
dians. 

THORNTON'“s ENTHUSIASM. 

Mr. John E. McGrath of the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, who recently 
returnedto St. Louis from Alaska and is 
familiar with the conditions existing 
at Cape Prince of Wales and 
elsewhere along. the Alaskan coast, 


thinks thatthe killing must have beer the 
result of troubles growing out of the liquor 
traffic among the natives, and that it proba- 
bly happened six weeks or tWo months ago. 
To a Post-DIsPaTcH reporter he said to- day 
that Thornton was a Presbyterian minister 
and an enthusiast upon the subject of edu- 
cating and ameliorating the condition of the 
Mahlemutes. A man who would ive 
among them, said he, must be 
an enthusiast, because they arethe filthiest 
and rudest of people, living In tents and huts 
inthe mostahject squalor. Thornton went 
to Alaska in 1890, I think, and there was an- 
other missionary named Lopp with him. 
Lopp was a Pennsylvanian, and the two 
were spoken very wellof by the Rev. Shel- 
don Jackson, whois thespecial agent of the 
Bureau of Education for Alaska, and goes 
up there every year to _ inspect he 
missions. Mr. lhornton was unmar- 
ried when he first immured 
himself among the Indians at Cape Prince of 
Wales, but hefeltthe needof a wife in his 
voluntary exile andhe came down tothe 
United States about a year agoand married. 
don't remember now who his wife was or 
where he married her, but they returned to 
Cape Prince of Wales and settled down to 
their life-long work. It is a discour- 
aging work, no doubt, for I have 
been told that the Mahlemutes cling with 
great tenacity to thelrown faith and that it 
is impossible to convert the older ones. Their 
religion is called Shamanism, which is the 
belief entertained by the natives of the SI- 
bertan coast. Such isthe condition of these 
— — thatI cannot see howa man of re- 

nement could live among them and retain 
his mind. There was one missionary in 
Eastern Alaska who went crazy and I recall 
a teacher onthe Yukon River who was killed 
in a fight caused by the liquor traffic. I re- 
gard the mission work in Alaska as being 
even more arduous and distasteful than it is 
in China, though perhaps less dangerous. 
The Alaskan natives are friendly to the 
whites, and it would be comparatively safe 
among them but for the sale of liquor and 
the demoralizing influence which deserting 
sailors have upon them. A Sallor 
aboard a whaler considers anything 
or any place better than his present condi- 
tion and he deserts from his vessel whenever 
he has a chance no matter if itis in Alaska 
and among the Indians. He is often a disso- 
lute, reckless fellow and causesa great deal 
of trouble at the missions. I remember 
having seen a circular letter written by 
Thornton for distribution among the seamen 
on the whalers at St. Nicbolas warning them 
not to come among the Indians, as they 
would probably starve and would be unable 
to make their way back to civilization, but 
the sailors will desert and get drunk and 
incite the Indians to outbreak. 

EVILS OF THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

The liquor trafficis the chief peril. It is 
forbidden by law but is extensively carried 
on by the whalers. The whaling feet fits out 
in San Francisco in January and goes down 
to the equator to hunt sperm whales. Then 
they return north and touch at the Hawalian 


Islands, where they take On large quantities 
of cheap rum. With this they proceed 
to Alaskan waters following the ice pack 
into the Arctic Ocean. They trade their mis- 
erable rum to the Indians for furs and 
whalebone, getting a great deal of the latter 
for a very little of the formerand making a 
fine profit on the trade. You will appreciate 
the extent of the evil they work when I tell 
you that the entire population of one of the 
islands perished miserably several years ago 
through rum, They were uite well 
off in whalebone and skins when some 
whalers arrived at the island with large 
quantities ofrum. They bought everything 
the Indians had, and the entire population 
went on a debauch from which they did not 
recover until it was too late in the season to 
lay in supplies for the winter. When cold 
weather set in they all died from lack of 
food and clothing. The United. States Gov- 
ernment keeps revenue cutters in Alaskan 
waters to prevent the smuggling of 
liquor into the territory, but is 
impossible to stop it. Some of the chiefs of 
the tribes engage init, and one old Indian 
named Coharrie, a chief of Tchucktchees, 
has amassed a fortune in furs, whalebone 
and reindeer that would be worth, if they 
should be sold in the United States, $80,000. 
Capt. Healy of the United States cutter Bear 
once told me that these whisky dealers take 
to the mountains as soon as they sight his 
vessel, and that it is impossible to catch 


them. 

eit has been charged that Capt. Healy was 
conniving at the traffic himself, but I don’t 
think fit possible. Rev. Sheldon Jackson ig 
on his vessel almost all the summer, going 
from one mission to the other, and it would 
be very difficult for Healy to engage in any 
illicit business under those circumstances 
because Juckson is very active in supprass- 
ing the trafic. It is a dig business and 
Iam satisfied that it was that which brought 
about young Thornton's death.

SUCCESSOR ro MIRIBEL. 


Gen. De Boisdeftre’s Long Experience in 
the Service. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Posr- DISPATCH. 
Panis, Sept. 28.—Gen. de Boisdeffre isto be 
Chief of the General Staff of the French 
Army, succeeding the late Gen, de Miribel. 
Gen. de Boisdeffre is younger than the 
average of his rank, being not quite 57 years 
old, He was born at Alencon, and comes 
from a noble family of military traditions, 
like Miribel. His full name is Raoul Francois 


Charles Le Monton de Boisdeffre... For two 
centuries his ancestors have been distin- 
guished in the wars of nee. One was 
wounded atthe battle of Hotchstaedt and 
another at Malplaquet. His father was an 
officerin the army of the great Napoleon, 
and his uncle, a captain of hussars in the 
pi Armee, was killed in the campaign 
of 1807. 

He is not known to have any anti-repub- 
Hean sympathies. De Miribel was undoubt- 
ediy-attached to the Orleans family. The 
army is the only part of the public service in 
France that offers a career to 3 

ey 
Dehave judiciously, and De Boisdeffre has 
been careful not to injure his chances. 

He was educated in the Ecole d’Etat-Major 
at St. Uyr, an institution now abolished, 
which turned out staffofiicers ready-made. 
All now have to serve with a regiment, He 
was a non-commissioned officer in the school 
battalion, and was graduated in 1860, the 
first on the list for promotion, 

The army list shows that he was sub-Lieu- 
tenant in 1860, Lieutenant In 1863, Captain in 
1866, Major in 1870, Lieutenant-Colonel in 1878 
Colonel in 1882, General of Drigade in 1887 and 
General of division in 1892. 

De Boisdeffre is an apprentice of Gen. 
Chanzy, who with his Army of the Loire led 
such a gallant, forlorn hope against the 
Germans and almost wrested vctory from 
them when they had invested Paris and 
thought France in their possession. His 
military careeris associated with the Army 
of the National Defense, which every French 
man admires, and not with the disasters of 
the early rt of the war. 

De Boisdeffre was the companion of Gen. 
Chanzy for fourteen years. In 1869 he was a 
captain of the staff with the Army of Africa, 
and Chanzy chose him as aide-de-camp in 
the Sididel-Abbes campaign. In the follow- 
ing year he took part with the General in the 
expedition of Ain-Chair, on the frontier of 
Morocco, which resulted im extending the 
French Algerian possessions and establishing 
their security. e recelved the cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 

After the disaster of August, 1870, Gen. 
Chanzy returned to France with his aide-de- 
camp. De Bolistieffre was attached to the 
staff of the Thirteenth Army Corps, with 
which he made the fine retreat from Mezieres 
to Paris, saving the best remaining rtion 
ofthe French army from defeat, That re- 
treat began the day after Sedan. 

On Dec. 21, when Paris had been invested 
three months, he was oharged with a secret 
mission to Gen. Chanzy, and left the capital 
in a balloon. Next day he was at the head- 
quarters of Gen. Chanzy, who made him his 
alde-de-camp with the rank of Major. — 
remained with him throughout the campalgn 
of the Loire. 

Several months after the ce Chanzy was 
appointed tothe comm ofan army corps 
at Tours, and Commandant de Boisdeffre re- 
mained op his staff. Ihe General was suc- 
cessively Governor- Gene of Algeria and 
Ambassador at St. ) „ to both of 
which places De followed him, 
He was military attache to the embassy at 
St. Petersburg, an has a passable know!l- 
edge of the Russian language. 

De Boisdeffre.returned to France to be sub.

In the following year 
Chanzy died suddenly and De Boisdeffre was 
appointed colonelofthe One Hundred and 
Sixth line regiment at Chalons-sur- Marne.

“INTELLIGENCE IN INSECTS. 


A Beetle That Learned to Know His Mis- 
tress’ Voice.

When she left the room she put Bug- 
gie, as she was in thehabit of calling her 
tiny pet, into his box for safe kee p- 
ing. But one when she 
was suddenly called the room, 
she forgot this precaution. She was absent 
tor some time, and when she returned she 
found the box empty, and Buggie nowhere 
to be seen. Fearful lest she might step on 
him, she remained standing in the middie of 
the room, calling ‘‘Buggie! Buggie!’’ Ina 
few minutes the animal came from its huin 
place, and crawled toward her. Please 
with the result of her experiment, she re- 
peated it, always with the same satisfactory 
result. 

When the weather began to grow cold the 
insect became almost rigid and revived ‘only 
toward noon, but was neveras lively again 
as it had been during the warm months.

THE RESERVE. 

To ald in concentrating this enormous force 
the local government of France has been 
framed especially with this object in view, 
and are so highly developed as to enable the 
country at the shortest possible notice to put 
into effective condition her entire resources, 
both of men and material. All the horses 


and cattle are registered and the railroad 
system has been gradualiy directed to the 
one end of affording the most direct and 
ra pid communication between centers of 
army supply and centers of army demand. 
The organization of the reserve, which 
would be a great factor in a war, dates from 
1873, when it was decided that the national 
forces should be divided into two distinct 
bodies: First, the active army, with its re- 
serve, capable of being mobilized with great 
rapidity and to constitute the army of opera- 
tion, properly called; second, the territorial 
army, having its — wee organization, 
its complete and independent autonomy, de- 
voted exclusively to the defense of the soil 
and to garrison the various cities. 
The law ot July 18, 1892, defines the time of 
service in the reserve as from seven to ten 
ears, after which the soldier becomes iden- 
ified with the Territorial army, thus it will 
be seen at the present timeevery male citi- 
zen of France is enrolled for some descrip- 
tion of military daty.

For the bettertraining of the youths vari- 
ous schools for military education have been 
established, among which probably that of 
St. Cyr is the most famous, after which fol- 
lows the Polytechnic and then some eight or 
ten others of lesser importance, culminating 
in what is known asthe Ecole Superieure de 
Guerre. This latter is intended to develop 
the higher studies in military affairs, and to 
provide officers for the army. 

There is also a school for artillery and en- 
gineering at Fontainebleau, a cavalry school 
at Saumur, another artillery school of a low- 
er grade at Versailles and finally a medical 
school for the instruction of army physi- 
cians, located at Val-de-Grace, with a branch 
for the teaching of members of the sanitary 
corps, training men properly and safely to 
handle the wounded. 

As a summing up of the availiable resources 
in the way of armed men for the defense of 
French possessions, it was recently conceded 
by an English author, who incidentall 
touched upon this subject, that the Frenc 
army wasinno way inferior to any other 
that existed, and that the French fleet is 
second only tothat of Great Britain, anda 
considerable element in the utility of this 
army lies in the rapidity with which it can be 
centralized, or with which it can be distrib. 
uted where it is most uired. In time of

Is it known in which sex the senses are most 
active? MEDICINE. 


The relative activity of the sensesin men 
and women has for some time past been the 
subject ofa strictly scientific investigation 
in Paris. The results of a series of experi- 
ments, comprising a vast number of sub- 
jects, demonstrate cunclusively that the 
Senses are Ordinarily from four to five times 
more acute in the male than they are in the 
female. The sense of smell in the masculine 
Subjects experimented upon was keen 
enough to detect the presence of the hun- 
dredth part ofa grain of prussic acid. The 
female subjects only detected the poison by 
smell when the twentieth part of a grain 
Was present; proving that the sense of smell 
is five times as keen in men as it is in women. 
Sight was found to be general in the male 
and particular in the female subjects. In 
Other words, the men took in the general 
aspect of a scene at one glance, while in 
the women some striking feature of the 
same view was apparently all that impressed 
them. The sense of sight was proved to be 
five times more acuteinthe males than in 
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for the females, and the tabu compelling 
females to eat apart applied to the whole 
sex, from the queen to the handmaid. Death 
was the penalty for a violation of any tabu. 
I had a discussion in regard to the bursting peat 
bogs in Ireland, and would like to know the causes 
of this phenumeaon. ISAAC C. 
The curious phenomena of the swelling and 
bursting ot peat-bogs have been studied by 
Herr Klinge. They generally occur after 
heavy rains, and are preceded by detona- 
tions and earth-vibrations. A muddy stream 
issues from them, of varying fluidity, roll- 
ing along lumps of peat. Then the mud 
hardens, and the bog sinks back, forming a 
funnel-shaped pool. The bogs studied by 
the author have been mostly on high ground, 
not in valleys. He believes that the erup- 
tions are not caused either by excessive ab- 
sorption of moisture or by gas-explosions—the 
theorles most readily suggested,—but by 
land-slips, collapses, etc., of ground under 
the bog, which permit wateror liquid mud 
to enter. This breaks up the bog mechan- 
ically, mixes with it and fluidifies it, and 
produces the outburst at the surface,. The 
limestone formations in Ireland, with their 
large caverns and masses of water, are nat. 
urally subject to these collapses, which, 
with the vibrations they induce, are more 
frequent in wetyears. The heavy-rains pre- 
ceding the bog’ertiptions are thus to be re- 
garded as only ass indirect cause of them. 
Herr Klinge supposes that similar eruptions 
occurred in past geological periods, the Car- 
boniferous, for example, in some cases 
where fossil tree-stems are found in upright 
position. ,

During the intermissions of the dances 
she is rubbed with brandy to keep her from 
taking cold. She pants audibly and affects 
dramatic poses that are suggested by some- 
thing like exhaustion or nervods prostra- 
tion. This is the result of the fatiguing 
dance. Inthe second act La Lole becomesa 
butterfly. She jumps into a dress with yel- 
low butterfiles ona white ground and big 
wings printed on each side.

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THE ART OF PANTOMIME FROM ANCIENT 
TO MODERN. TIMES 


Stage pantomime is the oldest and simplest 
form of stage entertainment and dates its 
origin away back in the musty old past, 460 
yeats before Christ, for this style of per- 
formance began with the history of the stage 
itself. ; 

At the beginning the aetor or pantomimist 
(for the actor had no lines to speak during 
the earliest period of stage entertainment) 
had his face stained with the juice 
of an herb, but later, in Athens, 28 
chylus introduced dresses in character

haps tragic kind. 
Afterward the mouths of these masks were 
shaped liked the extremity of a trumpet, 
which in years later, when the performer

was given words to say, aided the actor’s 
voice to reach the extremity of the huge 
circuit to which he addressed himself. These 
maske must still have made a riduculous ap- 
pearance upon the stage had not the habits 
and expectations ofthe spectators been ina 
Gifferent tone from those of a modern 
audience. 

The use of the cothurnus, or buskin, which 
—— originally contrived to give the per- 
ormer additional and unnatural stature, as 
well as to keep the pantomimist from getting 
hurt in his falls about the stage, would also 
undoubtedly bave. fallen into disuse under 
the same censure as thatto which masks 
were subjected.

In modern stage entertainments panto- 
mime found its highest excellence in France, 
where the most daring athletes, agile clowns 
and famous knock-abouts receive a most ex- 
cellent training. Itis, however, in England 
where this form of entertainment has reached 
the highest degree of N with the 
amusement-seeking public, and the series of 
entertainments given annually at the Drury 
Lane and other famous places of amusement 
in the big English metropolis, known as the 
Christmas pantomimes, are patronized per- 
haps at that time of tue year as is no other 
form of entertainment in the entire dominion 
ofthe Queen. 

SOME FAMOUS PANTOMIMISTS, 

This country has seen some famous panto- 

mimists, andthe Ravels, some twenty odd 


years ago, made something of a sensation 
with their French troupe which was brought 
over here. Perhaps the greatest of all Ameri- 
can pantomimists and oneof the most re- 
markable the world has ever known was 
George L. Fox. Fox was born in Boston in 
1825, and manyare the stories told of his 
merry antics and remarkable agility. He 
made his first appearance at a benefit of 
Charles Kean when he was dut

THEY CALL TAIS LIVING. 


The English Eystem Compared With the 
American Eoarding-Houtre rien. 
Special Correspondence SgNDAY Post-Dispatcu. 
New York, October §.— Those who are 
not in the ranks themselves must some- 
times feel a vague “Wonder as to 
how New York working women who 
do not live at dome, contrive to 
exist upon the paltry wages they 
receive. The writer called the other 
day at a business house u this city where the 
English system is in force, for the simple 
reason that it is an American branch of an 
English firm, and the entire establishment, 
from the proprietor down, is imported. 

AsI looked about, it seemed to me that 
living in suck an establishment must be pre- 
ferred to an existence inthe cheap lodging 
and boarding -houses whose prices are within 
the reach of the rank and file of self-support.- 
ing women, I thought with horror oP the 
average fourth-story room they occupy ; of its 
rocky bed, its dilapidated pureau-washstand, 
its cheap mirror, into which it is an anguish 
to look; its dusty carpet, never taken up, and 
felt sure no business man would offer such 
accommodations to those in his employ. I 
also thought of the greasy food at the board- 
ing-house table, or, ifthis is found too re- 
volting, of what it must be to prepare 
your own dinner over an oll stove, when you 
are sotired with the day’s work that you 
want to lie right down and die. I remem. | 
bered as well the various homes for working 
girls, founded by well-meaning wealthy 
women, and appreciated the disgust of thelr 
inmates at the restrictions enforcedand the 
grievous sense of patronage endured,

The Practical Application of the Term in 
Living and Sleeping Rooms. 


Exquisite cleanliness in sleeping apart- 
ments and living-rooms is certainly condu- 
Cive if not essential to health, - . 

Aplace of residence may be A@ithy where 
there is no visible pile of dirt. Carpets 
loaded with Gust and saturated with grease, 
neglected draperies that harbor miscellane- 
ous germs of disease, upholstered furniture, 
greasy outside and dirty inside; old wal 
papers, smoky and griniy, if not worse, are 
sources of danger as much to be suspected 
and feared as garbage cans and refuse heaps. 
They defile the atmosphere quite as much, 
and if they do not menace health they cor - 
tainly develop disease. 

The room occupied by a family as a sitting - 
room and those occupied by sick or auing 
persons should really be without a carpet, 
or if there is one it should be so laid that it 
could be taken up every week and cleaned 
and aired.

Here are some points for the woman who 
proposes to have her own, or her husband’s, 
or her children’s picture taken.

And this is what 
he says: 

Be adaptable. Resign yourself with as 
complete confidence to the artist pho- 
tokrapher as you would to the artist- 
pm ae and the result will be entirely satis- 
actory. Disabuse your mind of the idea that 
poses and expressions which look well as 
practised before your mirror will photo- 
graph well. Before the camera they will 
generally produce contorted features, dis- 
torted bodies and monstrosities of hands. 
Do nothing; forget that you want to look 
well and you will succeed in looking nat- 


our dress, any material that falls in 
ul lines is desirable. Light colors are 
always preferable. For soft and dainty 
effects nothing is so beautiful as transparent 
materials, such as tulles, laces, nets. Black 
silk can be worn to advantage, and black 
tulle and lace take beautifully.
